In this cold and wet weather when one 


finds his. or her car a bit obstinate in

are detachable for dleaning . purposes. 
After’ the plug has been dismantled, the 
interior mica button should be carefully 


“rubbed: with a. piece: of. rag dipped in 


petrol—under no circumstances should an 
abrasive material be used, The body of a 


“plug, it should be remembered, has practi- 


cally an indefinite life, and new centres may 
be purchased .at a price very much below 


 that.of a coniplete plug. When the plug is 


reassembled’ with the old centre or the new 
one, care slrould:.be taken to. make sure 
that the détachable centre makes a clean 


gas-tight seating; and that the gland nut 


is thoroughly tightened up. The points 
should be set to .018°of an inch to obtain 


the inaxittam efficiency. “Im the case of. 


American cars, -where a moderately low 
compression engine is used in combination 
with coil ignition, the points should be 
set to .025. Where coil ignition is used 
on the average British engine, a higher 
compression ratio is employed, the setting 
at. .018 to ,020 is generally found satis- 
factory. ! 

The selection of a suitable type of 
sparking’ plug is more important than is 


generally realised by the average driver. 


Most manufacturers of sparking plugs

BALL BEARINGS. 

The majority of the failures of ball and 
roller bearings are .traceable to the effect 
of.rust and dirt. The bearings carefully 
hardened and the tracks carefully ground

atid the abrasive effect of grit and chips 
Which destroy the surfaces, causing noise, 


wear and ultimate failure of the bearings. 
It is , therefore,- essential to protect the 
bearings against dirt and water, not only 
when they are in position, but also while 
they are being handled. Ball or roller 
bearings should not be handled with 
gritty hands, or placed on a dirty bench 
‘or.on the floor. Only. grease of the 
highest quality should be used for lubri- 
editing them. ... When: mounting: or. dis- 


mounting either ball or roller bearings,

HISTORY OF PIGMENTS. 


EIGHTH CENTURY CELTIC 
MANUSCRIPT. 


“The History of Pigménts’’ was the sub 
iect of an interesting lecture, illustrated by 
lantern slides, which was given by Professor 
A. P. Laurie, M.A., D.Sc., in the Royal 
Dublin Society’s Lectyre Room, Ballsbridge. 
yesterday. 

Professor Laurie described the methods of 
separating ultramarine from lapis lazuli, and 
spoke of the length of time which the pro 
cess took in developing. He showed slides 
of early manuscripts illustrating the progress 
of the methods in the results attained, and 
said that it was almost possible for an expert 
to date the manuscripts by the shades of ultra- 
marine used. In the School of Irish Manu 
scripts the blue seen was got from shellfish 
caught off the coast of Ireland. . 

Among illustrated manuscripts shown was 
the Lindisfarn Gosnel, the finest Celtic MSS. in 
England, dating from the eighth century. A 
study of such work, Professor Laurie said, 
would seem to prove that Christianity came 
to these islands from Byzantine, and not 
Roman, sources. The Irish monks working on 
illuminated manuscripts appeared to have 
been taught by Greek monks. 


DEMAND FOR ABERDEEN-ANGUS

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R. FLOYD GIBBONS is a mood 
newspaper man. He also is a 
“ nacificist.’? Having seen the horrors of 
every war that hag been fought in tho 
world during the fast twenty years, he 
has become thoroughly disgusted with 
the whole business of fighting, and has 
written a remarkable novel in order to 
warn mankind of ‘the catastrephe which 
awaits it if, and when, “ the next war ”’ 
breaks out. He is an excellent crafts- 
man. “ The Red Napoleon ' is written 
in a most convincing manner, in the style 
of a war correspondent who knows his 
job from A to Z, and, although the 
action is placed altogether in the future—- 
the next war starts in 1952—the reader 
has some difficulty at times in realising 
that he is not a spectator of actual 
events. 

“The Red Napoleon ” is a Tartar 
youth who ~ emerges, as Bonaparte 
emerged, from a revolutionary period. 
He fought with distinction against the 
several “ White” leaders in Russia 
becoming ultimately Commander-in-Chief 
of the “Red” Armies. Then the fun 
begins. A quarrel is picked with Poland. 
which disappears from the map. . Ger- 
many is invaded; Austria is ovér- 
whelmed ; ‘‘ Red ” troops make merry in 
Rome after the death of Mussolini, and 
before very long Britain also succumbs. As 
the victorious Karakhan sweeps across 
Europe at. the head of his “Red” 
hordes, his ranks are swollen by the 
troops of his vanquished enemies. Even 
the British Navy turns “red, and 
finally only the United States of America 
remain untainted. 

Mr. Gibbons is an American; so we 
must pardon his natural belief in his 
own people as the ultimate conquerors of 
Karakhan’s cosmic Bolshevism. The 
United States are invaded. Canada col 
lapses, and a]] seems to be over, when 
the American Navy comes to the rescné 
and defeats the combined ravies of tha 
rest of the world under. Karakhan’s 
leadership, his principal admiral being a 
British ex-able seaman. It is al] very 
horrible. Karakhan not only sets out to 
conquer the world, but his troops are 
instructed to promote his policy of 
miscegenation, and to people Europe and 
the United States with  half-castes 
Karakhan himself has the inferiority 
complex of mixed blood and gives his 
armies the order, “ Conquer and Breed ”’ 
In the end he is exiled in the Bahamas, 
with Mr. Gibbons as his companion and 
chronicler of his life. 

“ The Red Napoleon *’ does not purport 
to be a work of prophecy, but it gives 
one seriously to think. Mr. Gibbons has 
little belief in the efficacy of the League 
of Nations, the Kellogg Pact, and all the 
rest of it, while Russia remains outside 
the charmed circle of the various inter- 
national mutual admiration — societies 
which have sprung up since the war. He 
shows in a vivid manner how easily the 
whole superstructure of so-called world 
mm might be upset by a “ Red” 
Napoleon, and while, of course, he 
exaggerates at times, his picture is so 
well drawn -that his imperfections are 
forgotten.

PINERO ONCE MORE.

T the age of seventy-five Sir Arthur 
Pinero. is stil] working as a 
dramatist, and if he seldom; visits 
his beloved theatre nowadays he 
can still write plays. The week 
that has seen a Yondon revival of his 
once-popular ‘‘ Dandy Dick ” has seen 
also the publication of two new plays. His 
first play was stayed in 1877, and during 
the fifty-three years that have passed he 
has written almost a play, each year. 
Always a master of dramatic technique, 
these two plays show that Sir Arthur ro- 
tains his mastery. One of these plays. 
“ Dr. Harmer’s Holidays,” is a rather 
sordid story of a doctor who leads a double 
life, and is murdered by his low com- 
panions. The story was suggested to the 
drainatist by a trial which he attended in 
1892, and upon which he has pondered 
ever since. It is unlikely to make a 
popular appeal in the theatre, but it is 
interesting to read. Now that “ thrillers’ 
are in demand, “ Dr. Harmer’s Holidays” 
may be attractive to managers. 

“ The Child Man “ is a delightful skit 
upon the writers of books for children; a 
trifle too cynical, perhaps, but sure to 
please a sophisticated audience. The man 
who could not support himself and his 
family by writing historical works becomes 
wealthy as the bháin of books for 
children. There is no need to “ sit on a 
bandbox’’ to secure a laugh in this 
** sedate farce ”’ 

In a delightful “ Foreword ” Sir Arthur 
has some interesting things to say about 
voluminous stage directions in printe1 
plays. If the novelist can use dramatic 
technique in his stories, why cannot the 
dramatist use the novelist’s technique in 
his plays? Sir Arthur Pinero is all in 
favour of using everything that will make 
the written and printed play interesting 
as a book, and he has succeeded in “ Two 
Plavs.’’

MONG the portraits in Carlyle’s 

gallery of French Revolutionaries 
no figure is depicted with quite such an 
appreciation of the heroic in it as that 
of Mirabean. Across the pages he 
strides, that Samson of many Deisahs, a 
many of Destiny, a teeming voice in a 
Titanic tragedy, a nation incarnste in 
an individua]. In “ The Stermy Life 
of Mirabeau’’ M. Henri de Juvenal in 
no: sense ‘has superseded the judgment of 
Carlyle; the hero is no less heroic, the 
force is no less, and no differently 
dynamic; only an attempt has been made 
to explain that picture. The dictum that 
‘had Mirabeau lived, the history cf 
France and of the whole world had 
been different,” uttered and set 2.'ae 
hy Carlyle in deference to the Divine 
purpose, is left by M. de Javena! 
as a question to which a negative 
answer is expected; for, though at the 
moment of his passing Paris honoured 
him like a king, yet the paths of the 
two entities were diverging, and Fate 
swept him from catastrophic disappoint- 
ment at the apex of his confidence. He 
knew all France, but he did not know the 
cellars of her capital. 

The note is struck at once, and the 
theme develops with masterly chords. A 
biological monstrousness, the twisted, 
tongue-tied child who becomes the ugly 
pock-marked man at whose sight the 
Queen shuddered until the magic voice

was heard, is revealed against a mon- 
strous growth of the body politic, where 
fathers used prisons for schools and 
governed their family by lettres de 
cachet, and whero the court had become 
a hall of privileged servants, who robbed 
their master of initiative by the sublimity 
of their assurance. In the background 
hover, and at times burst forward, a sorry 
regiment of women, prominent among 
them the Marquise, mad with sex and 
temperament, noisy, dirty, contriving. It 
is envident that a man who could sustain 
this mediey of hereditary and environ- 
mental forces must be somehow colossal. 

We are left in no doubt about Mira- 
beau’s potentiality. In his ‘teens he out- 
bids his tutors in information, and de- 
molishes their discipline by force majeure, 
begi..s his education in the household 
of his masters, his political flights 
among his fellow-pupils, and his varie- 
gated experience of imprisonment. The 
chapter in which is printed che cor- 
respondence of his educators with his 
father is, perhaps, the most intriguing of 
the book. The magnetism of his per- 
sonality, the outcome of an immense 
vitality and limitless sociability, rendered 
all who came into any close contact with 
him his friends. Even his father was 
vanquished when he met his son face to 
face. : 

With women generally he was not so 
secure. Through his life they gleam with 
a sinister light.. From the first trull 
about whom the storm of his life began to 
rise to Mme. Le Jay, who saw the wreck 
of his physical life, they haunt him. The 
prelude to his marriage with Mlle. 
Marignane was seduction, its immediate 
result debt and his wife’s adultery, its 
epilogue a decade of disaster. Sophie de 
Monnier brought him a true love and 
tragedy that had merely the machinery 
of romance. Only Mme. Nehra brought 
him any repose, and her he drove from 
him. 

Yet one can but feel that in all his 
vicissitudes Fate was educating him to 
her ends. No twist of legal manipula- 
tion, no financial finesse, no obstruction 
known to privilege was unknown to him 
from the mazes of his own and his 
family’s operations. His desperate situa- 
tions gave him the power at once to 
separate theory from the real, a power 
which shone in the famous debate on 
Peace and War. His needs preserved the 
keen edge of his humanity, the sublime 
touch of his daring. The romantic 
escapade of Sophie took him to Holland, 
that international country, and took the 
scales of the parish from his eyes. The 
three-and-a-half years in Vincennes gave 
him time to accumulate information from 
books, to exercise his proper mind in all 
forms of expression, from the translation 
of Tacitus and Boccaccio to the squibs 
and obscenities that left his pen. That 
he left that prison a genius, instead of a 
lunatic, is due again to the love for 
Sophie, that ideal lamp, fed by correspon- 
dence, that went- out when he saw her 
aging face, a free man in the light of 
day. 

The author has given us a notable addi- 
tion to the novelistic biographies that are 
the peculiar gift of this age to literature. 
Irony, clarity, wit are here, and a 
delicacy of sympathy, as, for instance, 
in the record of Mirabeau’s meeting with 
Sophie after Vincennes. In the first half 
of the book he narrowly escapes the 
danger of losing his readers in the maze 
of the family intrigues; in the second 
Mirabeau is sometimes obscured by the 
revolution. He will not replace Carlyle’s 
picture, but we shall not forget the old 
Marquis or Mme. de Monnier. It is 
curious that in most biographies of this 
type someone other than the hero stands 
clearest—in Lytton Strachev’s ‘‘ Elizabeth 
and Essex,’’ Bacon; here, Victor Riquetti.. 
The selection of episodes to illuminate the 
spiritual growth of his subject is im- 
peccable; that in the earlier section the 
dramatic content breathes more of de 
Juvenel than of Mirabeau is inevitable, 
and in no sense to be deplored. The 
author’s style is as finished and as cer- 
tain as that of Anatole France, and sur- 
vives in the English (or American). One 
is inclined to wonder what Balzac or 
Dumas would have made of a character 
that recalls them both. The publishers 
aré to be congratulated on the book’s 
format, and especially on the reproduc- 
tion of Prieur’s prints among other 
illustrations. R. A. F. &.

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THE SPIRIT OF THE 
HEAVEN-BORN. 
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HERE is a novel element about Mr. 

Richard Blaker’s war novel, “ Meda) 
withont Bar,” which is happy in the 
conspicuous lack of the more tiresome 
clichés of the war novelists. Its charac- 
ters-are nérmal people, and its author 1s 
neither so bankened in spirit as to find 
his only home in an atmosphere of 
futilities, nor so laden. by his material, 
for all its copiousness and detail, as to be 
unable to make of it a finished whole. 
His book is quiet and conveys an umpres- 
sion that for the men at war war was 
normal; “it is the . wives,”’ he says, 
‘who really think about war,” and it is 
those at home, the observers of things, 
who seem-unreal to the middle-aged 
solicitor turned officer of artillery on his 
belated leave. ‘Round the character of 
this Cartwright the novel moves. 

The theme is simple—merely the Cart- 
wright’s entry of the Chancery Company 
of cadets, his remaining there under the 
wounded regular, Henderson, as a 
sergeant-instructor instead of applying 
for a commission in order to turn out 
officers with the spirit of “ Samurai. 
The school is closed and Cartwright 
passes to Artillery training in Exeter. is 
commissioned, drafted out to “D

it with his brother officers, Richards, 
Reynolds, and the rest and with his men. 
The inevitabilities of war have place. 
The most distressing casualties are i 
Cartwright’s mind associated with preme- 
tures; they hover at the back of his mind 
as it plays with the calculation of 
chances, the superstitions of armies, the 
ju-ju of which seems to act as a kind of 
anti-hubristic formula which placates the 
god of wars. It is boils and front 
that give him sick leave, and several 
wangled opportunities to a ‘‘ cushy ”’ job, 
which, ironically, he rejects,’ mainly to 
have a plausible excuse to prevent his 
seventeen-year son from joining up, but 
partly in the spirit of Samurai. His 
father dies, the son joins the Air Force. 
but Cartwright, leaving his wife alone 
with a younger son, returns to his 
battery, urged by that spirit which for- 
bids the desertion of that to which experl- 
ences, shared in common, have tied a 
man. He and his son survive without a 
wound. 

There are some strikingly good scenes, 
as when Browne manages to “buy” a 
bath for the officers, and fits up a bell 
contraption which involves the firing of a 
Fritz by pulling a chain; or, in more 
serious vein, the conversation between 
Cartwright and Reynolds when thc 
latter’s nerve is nearly gone, but he 
recovers it with a magnificent gesture of 
protecting ‘‘ Uncle’’ when a whizz-bang 
interrupts them. The scenes of the 
bursting prematures, and of Reynolds's 
accidental death are wrought with a 
starkness that cuts to the heart. It is, 
however, one of the happy things about 
this book that the author, while adequate 
with, is not obsessed by, mere externals. 
Their effect upon their participators is 
his concern. He writes, for example, that 
they were ‘‘ at the centre of the concen- 
tration of guns. There could have been 
no attitude more seemly for frail man 
than crouching below the surfave of the 
tottering earth, hidden in all humility 
from the mangled and screaming heavens 
of that dawn.’’ He is just as good when 
nothing more than contempt is his aim. 
The Command H.Q. scene in England, 
and the finishing of Parley’s connection 
with the battery are quite clear in their 
implications, and unlaboured in the 
painting. 

This is emphatically a war book to buy 
and re-read. At its least, it is a social 
document; at its most, a triumphant 
vindication of the average man. The 
publishers have produced it in a form 
easy, tasteful and durable.

GREAT. many writers of note have 
been concerned lately with the 
probiem of the war-time soldier, and have 
endeavoured to give expression to an 
individualistic interpretation of them. 
The novels of Richard Aldington and of 
Remarque, to mention but two, impress 
the reader with their desperate sincerity 
and with the inevitability of their con- 
clusion, by reason of which they rank as 
werks of art rather than as thinly-dis- 
guised autobiographies. 
The same cannot be said of Mr. Ronald 
Gurner’s new war novel, ‘* Pass Guard at 
Ypres.” Instead of being carried forward 
by the author’s sincerity of conviction one 
feels that he has worked out arbitrarily 
an answer to a general question and. em- 
ployed it to wind up an otherwise straight- 
forward and uncomplicated account of a 
young subaltern’s experiences and dis- 
illusion.sent. That Freddie Mame should 
find ;n Ypres and in his task of protectins 
Ypres a sublimation of his earlier hopes 
and dreams is understandable, but why 


carried on a protracted gnerilla warfare 
against the Russian oppressors. In the 
second period, 1914-1922, the chaos of the 
war nted to Pilsndski his opnpor- 
tunity, and as the liberator of Poland he 
reached the summit of his career in the 
conquest of Vilna. — 

As the liberator of Poland, Pilsudski 
was without a doubt, the greatest hero of 
his country; but, unfortunately, the 
ideals which inspire a man to revolt in 
times of oppression are not those which 
make him a great ruler afterwards. His- 
tory, in this connection, has furnished us 
with no end of examples. The great 
soldier seldom is a great politician. 

This third period of his attempt to 
govern Poland, 1922-1929, forms a sorry 
aftermath to the meritorious work which 
Pilsudski had accomplished in freeing his 
country. He conceded his failure to 
satisfy the political needs of Poland when 
he renounced blic life in December, 
1929, to retire into private life with his 
daughters. Poland always will 
inlebted to Josef Pilsudski, whose 
magnetic force of character and wonderful 
strength and singleness of purpose 
brought her safely through the trying 


years of the war.

PORT AND STARBOARD LIGHTS. 


When Mr. Kavanagh wrote, the old 
Admiralty regulations ol red lights on 
the port side and green on the starboard 
were, apparently, not long in force; for 
he refers to the additional element. of 
safety which they brought to navigation. 
He considered that the greatest risks in 
yachting came from the steamers, a class 
of vessel then, of courte, comparatively 
new; the coasting merchant steamers are 
especially indicated. The erews of these 
vessels had to load their ships themselves 
by day, so that at night, as might be ex- 
pected, the watch on deck slept to a man, 
the man at the wheel alone excepted. Qur 
author does not blame these poor men— 
though he had a couple of narrow shaves 
from their carelessness on two occasioris ; 
but he blamed the stinginess of the 
owners for making the crew load the 
vessel as well as sail her. Mr. Kavanagh 
winds up this chapter by advising yachts- 
men who may be caught in bad weather 
in the Channel never to heave their 
vessel to, but to sail her as long as it 
can be done, and to keep a blue light dry 
and handy on deck. 

On Friday, the 7th, the first really fine 
day they had so far, they found them- 
selves about 166 miles north-west of Cape 
St. Vincent; the heavy, incessant north- 
west swell had gone, the decks got dry, 
and sick men found their sea legs.

Belfast’ Water Facts. 


Over a hundred years ago water was sold 
from water-carts in Belfast. Later water 
was distributed in the then rapidly growing 
town by means of wooden pipes from the 
Antrim road Waterworks by the Belfast 
Charitable Society, which still governs the 
Old Peoples’ Home in Clifton street. It is 
far cry from these old days to the 
present cfforts which the Belfast Water 
Commissioners are making to give an 
abundant water supply for the city and 
obviate the midsummer appeals to the 
citizens to be sparing in che use of water. 
Work upon the new reservoir in the 
Silent Valley. Mourne Mountains, is 
rapidiy being pushed forward. The 
foundations of the barrage are now being 
laid, and, when completed, the valley will 
be turned into a huge lake almost two 
miles long and a third of a mile wide, 
storing three thousand million gallons of 
the purest water in the British Isles, 
‘collected in the heart of the mountain 
range of South Down. Analyses of this

OFF TREVOISE HEAD, CORNWALL. 


By davlight on Sunday, November 2nd, 
1862, when the yacht had veached over 
io Trevoite Head, on the coast of Corn- 
wall. a melancholy sight presented itself. 
A large amount of wreckage was met 
with, and, from the size of the timbers, 
it was surmised that a large vessel must 
have been involved in what was probably 
a collision. The whole sea was strewn 
with the hull fittings, water casks, comb- 
ings of hatches, lids of lockers and parts 
of chests. The Eva put out a boat, 
picked up a dog house and a lifebuoy, but 
there was no name on either. Strong 
head wind and rain were theu cncountered 
until the Scilly Islands bore east by coin- 
pass. Later a good many vessela were 
met with, homeward bound, to which the 
Eva displayed her longitade on a black- 
board, with the letters and figures chalked 
in large size. At that time many vessels 
trading to the Mediterranean, and even 
further, did not carry a chronometer, and 
some of them would be often a hundred 
miles astray in their longitude by dead 
reckoning alone. Even though the ont- 
ward bound ships did not carry a chrono- 
meter either, they had seen the land 
within a shorter time than the homeward 


running out into the Atlantic with just 
as much strength and volume as that of 
the upper current coming into the 
Mediterranean from the Atlantic. With 
regard to this, the hydrographer, Lieu- 
tenant Maury says :—‘' We have observa- 
tinns telling of its existence as lone ago 
as 1712, when a French privateer, giving 
chase to a Dutch ship, came up to her 
hetween Tarifa and Tangier, and there 
save her one. broadside whieh directly 
sunk her.

“The claim that athletics seriously 
interfere with scholarship remains un- 
proved, but there is some evidence that 
athletes do not reach fully the levels of 
intellectual attainment that their inherent 
ability would make possible.’’ 

This ia an extract from the report of 
the Carnegie Foundation, which has 
recently made an exhaustive inquiry into 
the matter in the colleges and schools of 
the United States. 

“As to health,’’ continues the report, 
“ college athletes are found to have longer 
expectations of life than has the general 
population, but no better than has the 
college population generally. This latter 
class is a selected group and is not so 
good as that of college men of high 
academic rank. 

‘* More athletics, and not less athletics, 
is generally accepted as one of the 
remedies for athletic illsi.e., oppor- 
tunity for all youth to participate in 
athletics in inter-college teams.’’ 

“Coaches and athletic teachers are 
regarded as highly important trainers of 
youth whose personal and professional 
qualifications must be of the best, and 
who must understand how to teach, not 
how to dominate.”’

Free State. The State has its own code of 
laws, and so has the Church ‘These two 
ecdes do not always agree, and the matters 
with which they deal often overlap. I gather 
that this is the main cause of the trouble in 
Malta. ‘he State, according to your report, 
decided to prosecute an ecclesiagtic for an 
offence against the civil law; the Church 
ma.ntains that an Ecclesiastic can be tried 
only by the Canon Law of the Church. I 
would like to ask if the Government of the 
Irish Free State is prepared to admit, and 
to act on, this latter principle. Recent 
events would seem to imply that it is; yet 
it is not very long ago since an ecclesiastic 
was arrested and lodged in jail for an 
offence against the civil law. 

Recent political changes in Ireland have 
roused strong feelings and produced strong 
reactions. We need to proceed with caution, 
and with careful consideration of the ultimate 
consequences of the steps we take. At pre- 
sent there seems to be a tendency to rush 
from one ‘foreign domination,’ only to 
prostrate overselves before another.—yYours 
etc., Dvuptey FLercuer.

there is no one keener than 1 am to see Ireland 
win on Saturday, but 1 am going to the 
match primarily to see one of the finest 
games ever invented played by the picked 
men of two countries, and to enjoy and 
applaud good play by whomsocever displayed, 
undisturbed by the competitive spirit. To set 
the game above the prize is to ensure the 
perennial enjoyment of all games and to 
avoid mortification in defeat. If any one 
goes to the match with any apprehension,

HORSES FOR BUTCHERY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sirn,—Irish horse-lovers will be interested 
to know what happens to horses exported 
for butchery. As we are always watching 
this export from our own country, we see 
also other exported horses, and I will give a 
few details of the fate of Irish horses. In 
the first place, this traffic is increasing. As 
many as 100 horses have reached Antwerp 
on one boat, and there is more than one boat 
engaged in this traffic. Lately in a cargo of 
94 one died on the boat; two more were 
foand dead in the stable, and others were in 
such a state that they seemed likely to dia. 
Official statistics only give deaths on the boat, 
not those that die, or have to be killed on 
landing. 

On January 10th a number of Irish horses 
were at the Brussels horse market; and in 
the afternoon a long gang of them, all roped 
together, started for Termonde, a six or seven 
hours’ tramp. Two were very lame; one 
could scarcely drag itself along, and my in- 
formant, a Belgian gentleman, had them put 
in a stable, fed ied watered, and taken on 
hy float. It was lucky for these poor Irish 
horses that a foreigner took pity on them 
At the same market, a week earlier, was a 
horse with one side of the face badly bitten 
by another horse. This happens on the boat, 
and I have seen one of our own horses in the 
past with one side of its face one raw wound. 


traffic writes to me that Irish horses, landed 
at Antwerp, are taken by train to Brussels 
for the Friday market, and some go on foot 
from there to Ghent, 58 miles distance, where 
they are killed. 

I ask any Irishman or woman whether this 
is a decent ending for old horses. Collected 
all over Ireland, tramped or trained to a 
port, sent a long crossing, often in rough 
weather, taken by slow train to Brussels, sold 
for slaughter in the Friday market, from 
there taken a long tramp, roped in a gang— 
and then, at last death, which may, or may 
not, be merciful. 

Since 1911, when conditions of our own ex- 
port were infamous, I have watched and ex- 
pores this traflic. I have followed the horses 
ry day and by night to their death. Bá 
During long years we have watched and re- 
ported, and the British public have insisted 
on such restrictions that our traffic is en- 
ormously reduced, and there is a big traffic 
in carcases killed on this side. We intend to 
go on fighting aghinst the live export for 
butchery till legislation stops it. There is 
not even an economic excuse for the live ox- 
port. With certain facilities the carcase ex- 
port would be wholly satisfactory, and we 
should keep in our country a means oí em- 
ployment and valuable bye-products. Com- 
panies, societies and individuals profit by the 
live «xport, but the exporting country loses 
by it. 

‘A Belgian wrote to me lately that this 
tratiic with Ireland is like the old horse 
traffic with England. It is a most bitter 
thought that we have only saved our horses 
from this cruel trade at the expense of Irish 
horses—that* Ireland is taking on the shame 
that we are shaking off. I am convinced that 
the Irish public, once informed of the facts 
of the traffic, would rise up, as the British 
public rese, to clamour against it. I will give 
all possible information to any Irish peopie 
who wish to stop this traffic, and I beg the 
Irish people to stop it now before jt gets 
rooted down, and as hard to uproot as our 
own disgraceful traffic.—Yours, etc.,

The prize-winners were Michael 
Redmond, Ballagh (Pierce), who also secured 
a special prize for the best work done by a 
Wexford-made plough; Michael Stokes, Mount 
Alexander, Gorey (Pierce), and who also got 
a special prize; and William Murphy, Bola- 
creen, Gorey (Ransome).

Circuit Court, when Judge Devitt dismissed 
a claim brought by Michael Gargan, farmer, 
Lossett, Moynalty, agáinst the Meath County 
Council for £650, for having in August last 
raised the level of the road near plaintiff's 
farm, causing an obstruction to his access 
thereto. Mr. McGonigal appeared for Gargan 
and Mr. Noonan appeared for the Meath 
County Council. Mr. Roe appeared for two 
farmers having land adjoining, who claimed 
that the section of a bridge over the stream 
between the road and the lane leading to 
Gargan’s farm would interfere with their 
rights to water their cattle. The Junge 
adiouitend their case to enable these people 
come into court and make their objection. 
The only question he now had to decide 
was, had Gargan any grievance against the 
County Council. The County Council had 
public duties to perform; they had improved 
the road, as far as he saw, without increas- 
ing the difficulty of access to plaintiffs’ lands 
except to, perhaps, a very slight dégree.

Plaintiff stated that he had a verbal contract 
with defendant, and got £20 on account for 
building a bungalow. Defendant was to 
supply the materials. Plaintiff worked on 
the job for eighty-five days, and paid another 
man to help is Defendant failed to supply 
the materials, and witness had to w- work. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Cooper (for de- 
fendant) witness denied that the bungalow 
had to be rebuilt.

A the meeting of the LIMERICK Cor- 
poration, Mr. P. Bourke reported that a 
deputation to the Free State focal Govern- 
ment had been very favourably received by 
the Ministry, who expressed themselves very 
favourable to the scheme proposed by the 
Limerick Corporation to borrow £20,000 for 
the improvement of the city roads. ‘The 
work is to be carried on in conjunction with 
the expenditure on the trunk roads, and a 
deputation was appointed to wait on the 
bank to ascertain if the loan would be 
granted for the purpose. 


DERRY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 

Forty parents were prosecuted at DERRY 
for not sending their children regularly to 
school. Charles Crossan, Fahan street, who 
was seven times previously fined for similar 
offences, was fined 40s., and the school attend- 
ance officer was told to bring the defendant 
oftener before the Court if he continued not 
sending the child to school. A mother said 
that her boy of thirteen years refused to go 
to school, and she had to go to her work. 
She was fined 10s. and told to tell the boy 
that if he was absent from schoo] in future 
he would be sent to an industrial school. 


ULSTER SHOPPING WEEK. 

At an adjourned meeting of members of 
DUNGANNON Urban District Council, 
traders and others interested in the Ulster 
Shopping Week movement, held in the Urban 
Council Rooms, Dungannon, last Wednesday 
evening, Mr. T. R. Bell presided, and the 
deputations which had been appointed to 
interview the various trades reported that 
there was a unanimous feeling in favour of 
holding an Empire and Ulster Shopping Week. 
After a lengthy discussion, Mr. John M. Gray 
proposed, and Mr. W. J. Anderson seconded, 
that a Shopping Week he held in the early 
summer, Mr. Lennox Watterson proposed, 
and Mr, John Anderson seconded, a motion 
that no action be taken, and this was carried 
by a majority. 

SAFEGUARDING AUDIENCES. 

The question was again raised at 
LIMERICK Corporation last Wednesday 
night as to whether adequate precautions 
had been taken to safeguard audiences in 
the matter of the electric installation at the 
several city cinema-houses. The contro] in 
the matter has now become invested in the 
Electric Supply Board, but formerly had 
been under the control of the Corporation. 
The Mayor said that it was a serious matter, 
and that the Corporation could not get rid 
of its responsibility in the matter. The 
report they had had from Mr. Grant, one of 
the transferred officers from the old works, 
was that some of the installations was defec- 
tive. It was decided to ask Mr. Grant to 
ascertain and report to the Council if the 
alterations suggested were carried out. 


MOTORING ACCIDENT SEQUEL. 

In the case at BOYLE Circuit Court, in 
which Thomas J. Mulvey, of Ballinwing, Co. 
Leitrim, a retired Lieutenant of the New 
York Police, was found guilty by the jury 
on a charge of wantonly driving a motor 
car, so that Mrs. Mary Schelanders and her 
son, George, of Boyle, were knocked down 
and seriously injured, and in which judg- 
ment was reservel by Judge Wakely to sce 
what compensation Mulvey would pay, it 
was announced last Wednesday that Mulvey 
would pay £250 compensation, £100 down, 
and the balance by instalmonts. The Judge 
said that motorists must realise that people 
have a perfect right to walk the roads, and 
the views of some motorists on the question 
were appalling. He added that he would 
take the payment of compensation into con- 
sideration when giving judgment at the next 
sittings, and also he recommended that two 
summonses against Mulvey in the District 
Court arising out of the case be dropped. 


USE OF THE KNIFE. 

Shovels, a ‘‘ slashers’’ and a knife were 
used in a roadside row that occurred at 
Rathdarby, near Bansha, according to the 
evidence in a cage heard at TIPPERARY 
District Court, when there were summonses 
and cross-summonses for assault between 
families named Dwyer, Morrissey and 
Williams. The trouble arose out of a family 
dispute. Martin Dwyer, Rathdarby, who 
summoned John Williams, Foxfort, sha, 
for assault, stated that John Williams, an old 
man, entered the house of his father-in-law, 
John Morrissey, in a drunken condition and 
used bad language, as a result of which 
Dwyer put him out. Williams and three of 
his sons returned, and a fracas ensued on the 
road, in which old Williams produced a large 
penknife and stabbed Morrissey’s son in the 
wrist. The Williams family, on their side, 
déclared that members of the ne 
family and Dwyer attacked them wit 
shovels and a “ slashers.. The Justice said 
that he took a serious view of the use of the 
knife, and only that Williams was an o 
man he would send him to jell. He fined 
him £3 and £1 costs, and adjourned all the 
other cases for three months. 
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DUBLIN INQUEST ON A 
LABOURER. 


Dr. Louis A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, 
held an inquest at the City Morgue yester- 
day on Daniel Gleeson (30), of 89 Lower 
Clanbrassil street, whose body was found 
floating in the Grand Canal, at Dolphin’s 
Barn, about eight feet from the shore, on 
Wednesday morning. 

James Jordan identified the body, and said 
that Gleeson was a labourer, but. had been 
unemployed for some weeks, and the witness 
last saw him alive on January 8, when he 
seemed to be in good health. 

In answer to Inspector O'Neill; Jordan said 
that Gleeson had received a letter, he could 
not say on what date. He could not identify 
the handwriting.

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ST. MIGHAN’S CENTURIES 
OF HISTORY. 


LONG ASSOCIATION 
WITH THE LAW. 
a 


In connection with the centenary celebra- 
tions of the Law Students’ Debating Society 
a Service of Holy Communion was held yes- 
terday morning at ten o'clock in St. Michan’s 
Church, Dublin. 
The Rev. E. J. Young, B.D., Rector of 
ithe Parish, was the preacher. Taking as bis 
text, ‘‘What mean ye by these stones? 

(Joshua, 4 chap., 6 verse), he said that in the 
ear 1095 Donal O’Haingli, Bishop of Dub- 
in, died. ‘The Danes of Dublin selected his 
nephew, Samuel O’Haingli, a monk, oí 
Worcester, as his successor, and requested 
Anselm, of Canterbury, to consecrate him. 
The Danes, in hatred of the Irish, always 
sought alhance with the English Church, 
hence their request. Samuel O’Haingli had 
left his mark in Dublin, for that chureh ol 
St. Michan was founded by him in 1096. It 
might have been that he chose an existing 
church, with which the name of Michan was 
connected, and enlarged it. He was a turba- 
lent prelate; he claimed the right to carry 
an  archiepiscopal cross before him—for 
which Anselm rebuked him. When he died 
in 1121 he was buried in that church, and 
his effigy was there still possibly in its ort- 
ginal position, marking the place of his 
burial 2 

So began the history of that church, and 
ever since the worship of God had been car- 
ried on in that place. The church, as Samuel! 
O’Haingli knew it, had disappeared. It was 
likely that the outside walls, or, at least, 
their bases, were the original walls, and it 
might be that the tower was partly from 
that date. 

They could imagine what a story those 
stones could tel]. They were there before 
the Anglo-Normans entered Ireland, and they 
had seen many changes and re\vlutions, and 
now they stood there in an Ireland that was 
independent of English rule. They hac 
seen the Church of Ireland a separate 
Church only very lightly bound to the Church 
of Rome: they had seen the same Church 
rejecting the Papal authority, and then, after 
many years, freed from the domination of 
the English Church, becoming a free, eelf- 
governed national Church. 

GREAT DAYS OF THE PARISH. 

The great! days of that parish dated from 

its restoration in 1660, when, under the Duke 
of Ormond, that side of the city was de- 
veloped into a residential! district. So much 
did the parish grow that in 1696 it was found 
necessary to divide the old parish and 
create the new parishes of St. Paul and St. 
Mary to accommodate the many gentry who 
had their villas in Oxmanstown. In 1686 the 
church was completely restored. 
. The connection of the church with the law 
had begun in 1612. The ground of the old 
Friary, now the site of the Four Courts, was 
handed over to the lawyers to form the King’s 
Inns. From the earliest records—~1636—the 
registers were full of the names of great 
lawyers and judges and their families. The 
original records were destroyed in the Record 
Office in the Four Courts explosion, They 
had been printed from 1636 to 1700, and the 
mastnge register to 1800, but all others were 
ost. 

One of the early records, in 1637, was the 
baptism of a daughter of James Barry, 
Baron of the Exchequer. Side by side with 
that they might put the entry in the register 
of August, 1882, of the marriage of one Jolin 
Ross, barrister-at-law, 10 Henrietta street, 
the young man who was to be Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland. 

During three hundred years the church had 
been the church of the Law Courts. Special 
seats were reserved for the judges. There 
they worshipped; there they were married; 
there their children were baptised, and under 
the floor of the church many of them had 
passed into dust. 

As one came into the church one passed 
over the tomb of Judge Johnson—1686. 
Other names were Lord Chancellor Style. Sir 
Richard Rignell, William Proby, Chief 
Justice Povey, Sir John Temple, Justice 
Booth, Baron Henn, Judge Coote, and many 
others. 

One of the greatest of Ivishmen, Edmund 
Burke, was born in the parish, and most 
probably baptised in the font still in use. 

In the graveyard executed criminals were 
buried, and there used to be shown in one 
of the vaults the body of a man with crepe 
over his eyes, presumably one who had been 
hanged. In Smithfield could be seen still the 
remains of the prison, with its gruesome cells 
and iron doors reminding one of the brutality 
of prisons in the eighteenth century. 

They were told that Dr. Gamble, Rector of 
that parish in 1803, was chaplain of the 
prison, and, in that capacity, attended Robert 
Emmet on the scaffold. In one of the vaults 
could be seen the coffins containing the bodies 
of the brothers Sheares, executed for their 
share in the Rebellion of 1798. Their bodies 
used to be exposed to view, but were now 
enclosed in coffins. 


CHURCH OF THE LAW COURTS. 

Within the confines of that parish were the 
Bridewell, the Green street Courthouse, and 
the Four Courts. There was no other parish 
which had such a connection with the law. 
The connection between the Church and the 
Law had been a chequered one, and in it was 
contained the story of a struggle for right. 

It was now contrary to the Christian con- 
science that the function of judge and of 
bishop should be joined in one person. Two 
erpere years ago the great Archbishop 

ing claimed great authority for has 
Ecclesiastical Court; so much so that he had 
one Solomon Pile cited before him for a 
transgression of ecclesiastical etiquette, and 
ordered him to do public penance in St. 
Michan’s Church, and the sentence was duly 
carried cut. : 

No one now desired to claim such a func- 
tion for the Church. The Law and the 
Church followed after truth by different ways. 
They were alike in this, or, at any rate, this 
ought to be their ideal:—lInside the court 
all political and personal feelings ceased to 
have sway; there was room only for the 
strict impartiality of justice. Inside the 
Church bitter feelings ought to cease; there 
ought to be room íor mixed opinions and 
liberty of thought, and the one desire to 
worship God. 

It was their boast—and it was a great and 
justifieble one, though, of course, there had 
been terrible exceptions—that the Judiciary 
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of England and of Ireland was above 
suspicion. It was wonderful that a man 
might have been a strong partisan in his 
privte lif., but when he became a judge all 
that passed from him, and he sought truth, 
and truth only. It was a reat ideal, and it 
was a wonderful achievement, of which all 
members of the law ought to be proud. It 
was a great Christian achievement to judge 
according to right. It ought to be the 
function of the Church to build up that ideal ; 
to seek to carry it éut in her own life in her 
relation with other bodies. 


GHOSTS OF OTHER DAYS. 

So, within those walls they recalled many 
memories; the ghosts of other days were 
about them; the dust under their feet was 
holy dust. That church stood as an epitome 
of the history of Dublin. It was hard for 
them to realise the crowded days of the sixty 
Or more years after the Restoration, in 1660, 
when Lord Roscom a, the poct, lived in 
Church street; when Lord Drogheda lived in 
Mary's Abbey, or when the Primate had bis 
town house in Henrietta street, near the 
Countess.of Blessington; when Lady Desmond 
and Lady Blanéy, when Lord Charlemont and 
Lord Massarene attended the Services; when 
the. Barons of the Exchequer, the Lords 
Justices, had their special seats; when 
serjeants-at-law and their families filled the 
seats. Times had, indeed, changed. 
Fashions had changed. The lords and 
the ladies had passed away—many of 
them slept their last sleep beneath their 
feet—but one Jink with the past was sym- 
bolised by that Service. St. Michan’s was 
still, and would be in the future, the parish 
church of the Law Courts. It was now a poor 
church, but it was rich beyond most churches 
in its history. and those who had charge of 
it were proud to have such a charge com- 
mitted to them. What meant these stones?. 
They meant the continuity cf the Church of 
Christ. Revolutions and changes might come 
and go, but still the work of the Church of 
God went on, to hold up to all the ideal of 
the pursuit of Truth.

The Rev. Father Senan, O.8S.F.C., Church 
street, was the celebrant of the Mass, and 
the preachei was the Rev. Finbar Fan, 
O.P., who chose as his text the words, 
‘Behold a certain lawyer stood up tempting 
Jesus, and saying, ‘ Master, what must Í do 
to possess Eternal Life?’ ”’ 

The Rev. Father Ryan, in his sermon, 1e- 
ferved to the subject of debating, which he 
described as the oldest art. Of all subjects 
of debate, he said, the question of Eternal 
Life was the one that most constantly re- 
curred.

The:-administration and exercise of the law 
was quite properly surrounded with grea: 
dignity, because’ upon the Justice and 
righteousness of the law and its proper ad- 
ministration depended the peace and security 
of the State and'“people. ~~ But the ‘funda 
mental ‘reason for the dignity of the law was 
that just law was the reflection of the Jaw 
of God, and those who administered it in 
some sense represented God in the main- 
tenance of social peace and order. This 
consideration added dignity, indeed, to the 
administration of the law, and to those con- 
cerned with it, but it also added 
a great responsibility, and one on" 
which he exhorted all who were 
listening to him to ponder deeply. The 
organist was Mrs. E. Lyons Kenny, and 
Mr. Bufke, of the church choir, sang during 
the Mass.

Problems of Parity, 


The statement which was issued yestor. 
day by Mr, Henry L. Stimson, head of 
the United States delegation at the Naval 
Conference, will] Surprise people who are 
not familiar with American methods 
Hitherto secrecy has been the keynote of 
the proceedings at St. James’s 


Palace, 
There have been a few plen 


ary meetings 
at which pleasant platitudes have been 
uttered ; but all the real negotiations have 
been conducted—as, indeed, all delicate 
negotiations must be conducted—behind 
the scenes. Undoubtedly, some time has 
been wasted ; and, although official 
communtqués have announced “ substan- 
tial progress,” public opinion has become 
anxious lest the London Conference may 
share the fate of its ill-starred predecessor 
at Geneva. In these circumstances, the 
Americans apparently decided to break 
through the tramirels of official secrecy. 
Mr. Stimson places all his cards on the 
table. It is not clear whether he has 
spoken with the consent of the leaders of 
the other delegations or whether he is 
trying to force their hands. In either 
case his pronouncement is a highly im- 
portant contribution to the naval contro- 
versy, His ‘‘ suggestion’’ in respect of 
Great Britain involves complete and im- 
mediate parity between the British and 
United States navies, The gros tonnage 
of both establishments is about 1,200,060 
tons, but they vary in the strengths of 
their different categories. Mr. Stimson 
proposes that all existing differences 
shall be removed without further delay, 
and that, in regard to gross tonnage and 
technical categories alike, the two navies 
shall be placed upon a basis of absolute 
equality. 

The conversations between Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and President Hoover last 
year reduced the disparity between the 
British and United States navies to 24,000 
tons of cruisers. Mr. Stimson now proposes 
that the United States shall have eighteen 
large cruisers as against Britain’s fifteen— 
an advantage of 30,000 tons—but that 
Britain’s quota of small cruiser tonnage 
shall be such as to give her an advantage 


United States a gross cruiser strength of 
327,000 tons, as against Britain’s 339,000 
tons, If the British Admiralty should 
desire to gain equality in respect of tue 
bigger cruisers, it would have the right to 
transfer tonnage from the smaller cruiser 
class; but, in that event, its total quota of 
cruisers would be reduced to the American 
level. If, on the othe: hand, the United 
States should wish to equal Britain’s 
strength in small cruisers, it also would 
have. the right of ‘transfer from the 
larger class, and, furthermore, would 
regard to battleships, of which Britain

University Sport. 

‘An unusual situation has arisen in the 
affairs of the Oxford University Boat 
Club. Owing to a difference of opinion 
between the coaches and the president, 
Mr. A. Graham, concerning the composi- 
tion of the crew, the three coaches—Dr. 
P. C. Mallam, Major A. F. R. Wiggins 
and Mr. A. S. Garton—resigned, where- 
upon, at a special meeting of captains at 
the Oxford University boat-house yester- 
day, Mr. Graham, too, tendered his resig- 
nation, which was accepted, Mr. D. E. 
Tinné was elected to the presidency and, 
as we understand, has reinstated the 
coaches. We do not know the rights and 
wrongs of the dispute, but in any case 
the matter appears now to be settled. 
Owing to the undue prominence, however, 
which certain newspapers give to the 
personalities of sport, this domestic crisis 
of the Oxford University Boat Club—it 
was finished in two days—will cast a 
shadow over Oxford rowing for weeks and, 
perhaps, for years, until it is dispelled 
by a series of triumphs between Putney 
and Mortlake. People forget. that, only 
a few years ago, Mr. T. D. A. Collet, the 
president of the Cambridge University 
Boat Club, over-ruled his coaches, although 
without overt friction, and by an unex- 
pected victory over Oxford silenced both 
criticism and comment. Unfortunately, 
in recent years sport has become a play- 
ground for sensational journalism, If the 
slightest quarrel, or rumour of a quarrel, 
exists in any football or athletic club, the 
views of excited members are canvassed at 
the apogee of their fervour and presented 
in a highly-coloured guise to the world. 
Thus questions that might have been 
settled amicably and unheeded by the 
general public are elevated into disputes 
of an almost national character. Unless 
this tendency is checked, some future 
agitation in the affairs of a First League 
football club may split England in twain, 
as the rivalry of the “ Blues and the 
Greens’ once shook the whole polity of 
Byzantium. Sport, perhaps, is the noblest 
entertainment that modern men can enjoy. 
To-morrow Irishmen will assemble in their 
thousands at Lansdowne road to see the 
match against England, and there is no 
fear that an} untoward factiousness or 
personalities will mar the pleasure of the 
afternoon. In the case also of the Oxford 
University Boat Club we may expect the 
tradition of one hundred years to rise 
superior to ill-advised comment by out- 
siders. Nevertheless, we must recognise 
that in certain fields, where the same 
spirit has not yet had time for develop- 
ment, personal publicity is a most 
dangerous force; and even older institu- 
tions must suffer to some extent from a 
too rash advertisement of their domestic 
problems. Many years ago Lord Hawke, 
to enforce discipline, dropped from the 
Yorkshire team one of its most famous 
players. We doubt if even Lord Hawke 
could repeat such an act, however neces- 
sary, in a similar case; and for this 
weakening of authority irresponsible 
publicity is to blame.

There need be no more 
complaints of the excessive length of 
vacations. In these particular cases, says 
the Labour Correspondent of the same 
journal, the teachers are engaged and paid 
by the term. Hence, they are unemployed,

REDUCTION IN BELFAST 
UNION DEMAND. 


Mr. John Wilson, J.P., Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, presented the annual 
Budget statement at the meeting of the Bel- 
fast. Board of Guardians yesterday. 

The statement showed that the gross gene- 
ral charges were estimated at £177,645.. The 
credit balance was £32,085, while the re- 
venue from all sources other than Councils 
for the period was estimated at £5,850, make- 
ing the total ‘‘ means '' £37,935, 

‘hus there would be left for all require- 
ments for present commitments, £139,710, 
a reduction of £6,640 on last year’s demand 
of £146,350. 

Mr. Wilson said the infirmary had accom- 
modation for 1,700 beds.

Indoor relief had involved a cost of over 
£50,000, and 32,620 persons had been treated 
in the Guardians’ institutions. To provide 
for supplies of food for these numbers the 
following quantities of the principal articles 
had been obtained and consumed :—Bread, 
tons ; butter, 24 tons; tea, 9} tons; sugar. 
41 tons; new milk, 149,460 gallons; eggs, 
25,657 dozen; beef and mutton, 90 tons ; 
potatoes, 519 tons; Bovril, almost 1 ton ;

SHOP HOURS ACT. 


PROBABLE EXTENSION TO 
INCLUDE ALL FREE STATE, 
By Our Po.ttTicat CORRESPONDENT, 

It is understood that the Free State 
Government has under consideration the 
extension of the period of operation of the 
Shop Hours Act of 1926, which expires on 
15th July next. Representations have been 
made on the matter to the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce, and it is not 
improbable that the Act, which: applies 
only to Dublin, will be amended to cover 
the whole country. At any rate, general 
legislation on the lines of the Act has been 

promised. 

The Act makes compulsory the closing 
of all shops in the drapery, outfitting and 
boot trades at 6 p.m. on four week-days, 
1 p.m. on Wednesdays, and 8.30 p.m. on 
Saturdays. It is claimed that at least 90 
per cent. of the city traders are satisfied 
with the working of the Act, and do not 
desire to return to the old long shopping 
hours.

Satisfaction is expressed not only in the 
City, but in commercial quarters gener- 
ally, at the reduction of the Bank rate to 
44 per cent. to-day.

MH. STIMSON’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Henry L. Stimson, Chairman of the 
United States Delegation, last night issued 
the following statement on the progress 
of the Naval Conference :— 

‘* Following discussions among ourselves, 
and negotiations with British and 
Japanese, which have clarifled the limits 
of possible agreements, our delegation has 
made suggestions as follows :~— 

“1. With Great Britain, immediate 
parity in every class of ship in the Navy. 
The gross tonnage of these two fleets is 
substantially 1,200,000 tons apiece. The 
negotiations between President Hoover and 
Prime Minister Macdonald last summer 
practically reduced the discussion of 
parity between them to the comparatively 
insignificant difference in their respective 
cruiser-class tonnage of twenty-four 
thousand tons. | i 

“- We propose to settle this difference 
as follows: Under our suggestion the 
actual tonnage difference between the two 
cruiser fleets will be only 12,000 tons. 

“Of the larger cruisers, armed with 
S-inch guns, Great Britain will have 
fifteen and the United States eighteen, an 
advantage of the latter of 30,000 tons. 

“Of the smaller cruisers, armed with 
6-inch guns, Great Britain will have an 


advantage of 42,900 tons. 
IMPORTANT OPTION. 


** But beyond this, in order to ensure 
exact equality of opportunity, the United 
States makes the suggestion that each 
country will have the option of duplicat- 
ing exactly the cruiser fleet of the other. 
Thus, Great Britain would have the 
option, by reducing its number of small 
cruisers, to increase its large cruisers from 
fifteen to eighteen, so as to give it a total 
tonnage of 327,000 tons, the exact amount 
ef tonnage which the United States now 
asks. 

“ On the other hand, the United States 
weuld have the option of reducing its large 
cruisers from eighteen to fifteen, to in- 
crease the number of its small cruisers, so 
as to give it a total cruiser tonnage of 
339,000 tons, the exact amount of tonnage 
which the British now ask. 

‘In battleships we suggest. by redue- 
tion in numbers on both sides, to equalise 
cur two fleets in 1931, instead of 1942. 
At present the British battleship fleet con- 
tains two more vessels than ourselves. 


SUBMARINES. 


‘* In destroyers and aircraft-carriers we 
suggest equality in tonnage, and, in sub- 
marines, the lowest tonnage possible, 

“ As is well knewn, we will gladly agree 
to a total abolition of submarines, if it is 
possible to obtain the consent of all tive 
Powers to such a proposition ; and, in any 
event, we suggest that the operation cf 
submarines be limited to the same rules of 
international law as surface craft in opera- 
tion against merchant ships, so that they 
cannot attack without providing for the 
safety of the passengers and crew 

“ 9, Our saggestion to the Japanese 
would produce an over-all relation satis- 
factory to us and, we hope, to them. In 
conformity with our relations in the past, 
it is not based upon the same ratio of 
every class of ship. 

“ We have not made proposals to the 
French and Italians, whose problems are 
not áo directly related to ours that we feel 
it appropriate at this time to make 
suggestions to them. i 

“A gettlement of the Italian and 
French problem is essential, of course, to 
the agreement contemplated. 


HOPEFUL SPIRIT. 


é“ Our delegation is in agreement on 
every item of our programme, and we are 
in the most hopelul spirit that, in co- 
operation with the other delegations, the 
purpose of the Conference— 
namely, the termination and prevention

MILITARY COURT TO TRY 
ASSAILANT.

MEXICO CITY, Thursday, 
Sefor Ortiz Rubio, the new President, 
is resting comfortably in his home to-day 
recovering from the effects of the wound | 
which he received yesterday from the 
bullet of a would-be assassin. He is con- 
sidered out of danger, and probably -will-be 
able to take up. his duties in a week. 
The Government, which is temporarily 
without a leader, has begun an energetic 
investigation of the affair. The invyesti- 
gation of the first outstanding question 
which has come before the new Govern- 
ment has fallen to the lot of Sefior Portes 
Gil in his new rdle of Secretary of the 
Interior. 


THE ASSAILANT. 

Sefior Rubio’s assailant, Daniel Flores, 
who shadowed the President for several 
hours yesterday during the inauguration 
ceremonies and struck when trouble was 
least expected, is confined to a military 
prison, while several others are detained 
on suspicion of being implicated in a plot: 
which the Government attributes to the 
adherents of Sefior José Vasconcelos, who 
was the Presidential candidate of the Re- 
Electionist Party in opposition to Sefior 
Rubio, and was defeated at the polls. 

It is understood that Flores will be tried 
by courtmartial, because his offence was 
committed in the precincts of the National 
Palace, which is under the jurisdiction of 
the military. 


A WIDESPREAD PLOT. ; 

It is assumed that the plot has wide 
ramifications, and rigorous precautions 
were taken by the police during the night 
to prevent disorders. ‘The police have now 
been withdrawn, and the situation is com- 
pletely in hand.  Sefior Rubio’s house, 
however, remains under the surveillance of 
fifty Presidential guards. The police are 


diverting all trafhc, and no one except 


specially authorised persons are permitted 
in the neighbourhood. All official functions 
have been cancelled. 

In the last sixty vears three Presidents 
have met their deaths by violence. On 
February 22nd, 1913, President Madero. 
was killed while being taken to. prison 
during the Huerta Revolution. On May 
21st, 1920, President Carranza’ was 
murdered during a revolution; and on 
July 17th, 1928, the President-elect, 
General Obregon, -was assassinated: at a 
public dinner. 


SENOR VASCONCELOS’S VIEWS. 
From Revuter’s CorkesPONDENT, 
LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA,

Sefior Jose Vasconcelos, in a statement 
concerning the attempt, says: “TI have 
been stating for a whole year that there 
could be no peace in Mexico until a free 
election was effected.”’ 

It was necessary to substitute the 
government of public opinion for .“ the 
present government of graft and murder.’’ 

Referring to the youth who fired the 
shot, whom, he said, he did not remember 
personally, Sefior Vasconcelos said he was 
sorry for ‘‘ the young man who sacrificed 
himself. Undoubtédly, he was exasperated 
to see his country dominated by brute 
force.” 


MR. HOOVER'S SYMPATHY.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

President Hoover has sent a message to 
President Rubio expressing his pleasure 
at his escape from serious injury. “ I am 
deeply distressed to learn of the cowardly 
attack made on you and your family,” the 
President declares. ‘‘.Mrs.,Hoover and I 
rejoice with-the American people that you 
and Senora Rubio have suffered no serious 
harm, and that you are spared to carry 
on your constructive programme.”’

SEVILLE DEMANDS 
RESIGNATION.

SEVILLE, Thursday. 

A surprising demonstration of hostility 
against the municipality of Seville was 
made at the conclusion of a religious Ser- 
vice in the Cathedral to-day in memory 
of the late Queen Maria Cristina. 

Members of the Municipal Council and 
leading provincial and city officials at- 
tended the Service, and, in addition to 
the people in the Cathedral, ‘a large 
crowd assembled outside the building. 

When Prince Carlos, the Captain- 
General of Andalusia, came out of the 
cathedral he was cordially cheered, and 
cheers were given for General Berenguer, 
the new Prime Minister, and for King 
Alfonso. 

Shortly afterwards the members of the 
Municipality emerged. Immediately a 
large number of persons in the crowd 
began to booh, and shouted ‘‘ Down with 
the Municipality.”” | 

MAYOR’S APPEAL IGNORED. 

The Mayor, when he could get a hear- 
ing, urged the demonstrators to be calm, 
as the Municipality, he said, had already 
sent in its resignation to the Government. 
The Government, however, had asked it 
to continue ‘in office till the liquidation 
of the Seville Exhibition was over. 

This appeal appeared to have no effect 
on the 4 ag sae who were with 
dificulty kept back by a cordon of the 
Municipal Guard. | 

The demonstrators followed the Muni- 
cipal Councillors as far as the Prefecture 
and formally demanded of the Acting- 
Governor that the resignation of the 
Municipal Council should be made imme- 
diately effective. Such, they declared, 
was the will of the people of Seville. 

GUARDS CHARGE CROWD. 

The Acting-Governor was then urged, 
if he could not take action himself, to 
telegraph to the Government, in Madrid 
and ask that the Municipality be imme- 
diately deposed and an inquiry held into 
its conduct of public affairs. 

So violent did the demonstrators 
become that the Municipal Guards had 
to charge the crowd twice before order 


could be restored.

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BANK RATE 
REDUCED. 


MUCH - NEEDED 
STIMULUS TO 
INDUSTRY. 


The Bank of England yesterday reduced 
the official discount rate from 5 per cent. 
to 4; per cent., and the Irish Banks 
followed suit by reducing their rate from 
6 per cent. to 54 per cent. The 6 per 
cent. rate in Ireland dates from Novem- 
ber 21st, 1929, and the English 5 per cent. 
from December 6th, 1929. When the last 
change was made in London the Irish rate 
was retained at the old figure of 6 ver 
cent., but the rate for loans on Govern- 
ment Stock and the deposit rates were 
both lowered. 

The following is the Irish official state-

The Bank rate was yesterday reduced to 
41 per ceilt. from 5 per cent., at which it 
was fixed on December 12th last. The 
last time the Bank rate was fixed at 44 per 
cent. was on April 2ist, 1927. It re- 
mained at that figure until February 7th 
last year, when it was advanced to 54 per 
‘cent. It was further increased to 6% per 
cent. on September 26th, but since that 
date it had dropped to 5 per cent., at 
which figure it was fixed on December 12th 
last. 

The reduction did not take the City 
completely by surprise. Conditions during 
the past few weeks had brought a general 
belief that a decline could be anticipated

MANDATE: FOR 
NEW NEGOTIATIOAS.

OAITO,: Thursday. 

The-Chamber of Deputies assembled. at: 
eight o'clock this evening to discuss the 
motion to be ‘itioved by the Prime 
Minister, Nahas Pasha, asking fora 
mandate to negotiate a treaty with the}. 
British Government on the basis of the 
recent British proposals. 

In view of the importance of the 
occasion the House was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. Some time was occupied 
with preliminary business, but, although 
members were manifestly anxious to get 
down to the motion,. they listeuwed with 
commendable patience tó a deputy’s dis- 
sertation on the condition of the roads 
in the agricultural districts of Beni Suef. 

At 8.46. the main business of the 
evening came up. 

Hassan Bey Sabri, a deputy who was 
elected on the Wafdist programme in the 
recent elections, mounted the rostrum, 
He did not criticise the British proposals. 
He laid stress on the fact that the 
Government was free without 4 mandate 
to conduct negotiations and to submit the 
results to Parliament. 

BRITISH “ SINCERE.” 

Abou Alam Effendi, another Wafdist 
deputy, said that the Government should 
be commended on having sought a man- 
date from Parliament. The last British 
proposals, he continued, showed a sincere 
desire to reach an agreement, and their 
duty was to grasp the opportunity... 

Nahas Pasha, the Prime Minister, 
thanked the House for its support, which, 
he declared, would stinmlate the: efforts 
of those who were seeking the country's 
independence. He was glad to say that 
a real reciprocal spirit of friendship now 
existed between Egypt and-Great Britain, 
and he strongly hoped that this would 
result in agreement. 

“ When -the spirit of justice reigns.” 
he concluded, “ agreement is possible, 
land this, thank God, exists on both 
sides.”’ 

The Chamber, with only four dissen- 
tients, passed the motion granting the 
Cabinet a mandate to negotiate a treaty 
with Great Britain on the basis of the 
British proposals, 


THE BRITISH PROPOSALS. 

The proposals for an Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty were negotiated last summer by 
Mr. Henderson, the Foreign Secretary, 
and Mahmoud Pasha, the Egyptian 
Premier, and were published by the 
Foreign Office on August 6th. The pro- 
posals provide, inter alia, for: — 

1—The withdrawal of British military 
forces in Egypt to the Suez Canal zone. — 

2—The establishment of an alliance be- 
tween the two countries. 

3—The assumption by Egypt of re- 
sponsibility for the lives and property “of 
foreigners in Egypt. 

4—An undertaking by Great Britain to 
persuade the capitulatory Powers to agree 
to the transfer to mixed tribunals of the 
jurisdiction of the Consular Courts, and 
the application of Egyptian © legislation 
to foreigners. 

It was proposed that the treaty should 
be valid for twenty-five years, 

Shortly after negotiating the proposals 
the Government of .Mahmoud Pasha re- 
signed, and a general election was held. 
Considerable anxiety. was felt as to the 
fate of the proposals, in view of the fact 
that, previous to and during the elections, 
the Waid Party, whose wccess was a 
foregone conclusion, refused to express 
any opinion on them, or to give any 
inkling of its intentions in regard to 
them.

No one in either regards a war 
with the other as within the range of 
possibility, but navies of approximately 
equal streneth help to put way: completely 
out of the question. and to. give both 
nations a sense of comfort and security. 
The difficulty has been not in the prin- 
ciple, but in its application; for the 
circumstances and the rival needs ‘of the 
two countries are very different. 

The, American statement ! an attempt 
at a detailed application of the principle.

TALK OF A MORATORIUM, 


The Times Constantinople Correspon- 
dent telegraphed yesterday:—The well: 
informed Angora Correspondent of the 
Mithet, telegraphing from Angora, states 
thut the news published in the foreign 
Press that Turkey desires to obtain a 
moratorium in respect of her foreign 
debts (Ottoman debt and the railways 
purchased) is received with indifference 
in official circles. 

The correspondent adds that if the 
state of Turkish currency demands it, the 
Government will take steps to obtain such 
a moratorium, and will also avail ttself 
of certain clauses in the Ottoman debt 
agreement. This latter statement  pre- 
sumably refers to the clauses which 
provide for recourse being had to 
arbitration in the event of a 
fall in Turkish exchange and thie 
Government consequently wishing to post- 
pone the conversion of Turkish currensy 
destined to cover the payment of debt into 
steriing. 

The Government would appear to have 
decided to ask for a five years moratorium, 
but it must. be emphasised that payments 
for the current financial year have already 
been made. Competent financial! opinion 
is naturally surprised at this intention on 
the part of the Government, which, it 1s 
heped, will be reconsidered. since a dc- 
mand for a moratorium cannot fail to 
affect Turkey’s credit abroad. 


SOVIET WAR ON 
RELIGION. 


UKRAINE CHURCH 
ABOLISHED. 


The Times Riga Correspondent. tele- 
graphed last night:—-The Soviet Press 
announces that it has been decided to 
abolish the Autocephalous Orthodox 
Church of the Ukraine. 

In connection with this decision the 
Soviet authorities recently assembled a 
number of ‘ trustworthy ” Church digni- 
taries in Kieff and opened a Convocation 
of .the. supreme organs of the Church. 
The Convocation yesterday formally pro- 
claimed the Church a counter-revolutionary 
organisation. attached to the Ukrainian 
Liberation League, which i leading the 
movement for complete separation of the 
Ukraine from t' + U.S.S.R., and, there- 
forte, deelared the Church liquidated. 
One, Bishop Grushevsky, announced his 
intention henceforth to fight against 
religion, whicli was a power of darkness 
unworthy of cultured people. The Soviet 
Government has announced its intention 
greatly to extend trade with the _terri- 
tories bordering on the Persian Gulf. In 
1929 Soviet. ships paid only two visits to 
the Persian Gulf. For 1930 they have 
arranged to make 12 vistts with Soviet 
products from Odessa.

The announcement by Mr. R. W. 
Jefiares. the Secretary of the Lrish Rugby 
Union. early yesterday morning to the 
dffect that George Beamish and J. M‘ Vicker 
had both declared off the Irish team. 
a stunning affair for the majority of 
Rueby enthusiasts throughout the country. 
H was known that M‘Vicker’s injury in 
the final trial game had not quite mended 
when he played against France, and that 
the strenuous nature of that game did not 
help him forward to complete recovery. 
Again last Saturday. he was injured in a 
elub game. Still, he was hopeful up 
yesterday that he would he able to turn 
out, but ultimately was foreed to decide 
not to do so. Beamish’s reason for no 
plaving is of a different nature, He. ton. 
had informed the authorities that there 
was a likelihood of his having to err of. 
as. his father was lying precariously ill, 
and the announcement of the latter's death 
was not uneXpected. Thus two of the 
heaviest and best of the Irish forwards 
will be missing when our team takes the 
field against England at. Lansdowne roid 
to-morrow. 


GOOD SUBSTITUTES WANTING. 
It would be silly to minimise the effect 
which the absence of these two typiea! 
Irish forwards will have on the prospects 
of the side. " We are not ejrcum- 
staneed as England is, with thousands 
of clubs scattered all over the country to 
select from. The trials have shown us 
that amongst the aspirants there are no 
budding Beamishes or M‘Vickers. Our 
chances have. no doubt, ben sadly 
diminished. With the best available side 
the odds looked slichtly against Ireland; 
for the wearers of the rose have already 
come successfully through their opening 
game with Wales, and Ireland lost io 
‘France. 

England triumphed with a team com- 
posed principally of young and inex- 
perienced men, and beat a team that had 
been hatled as the most satisfactory pr 
duced bv Wales in recent years. Good 
jndges who saw the game have told me 
that the victorious side at Cardiff was a 
virile one. particularly strong in tackling 
ability. The three-quarters did not allow 
their opposites any scope, and so kept 
in ¢heck what was supposed to be 
a Welsh back division reminiscent of 
the palmiv days of the game in the 
Principality. Spong, the out-half, was 
a particularly enterprising player, and 
Robson and Reeve were brilliant three. 
quarters, Malir. if a bit erratic, did 
some smart work. The forwards, wiih 
Seam Tucker as the ideal hooker, were 
sound im every way, and all ronnd the 
side gave a very satisfactory account of 
itself : vet could not be described as a 
great fiiteen. 


ENGLAND'S YOUNG SIDE. 


It is a voung side and should natura 
play better in the second match. It lool 
as if the keen marking and tackling 
which caused our undoing at Belfast wil! 
again be a menace to the side to-morrow 
The lack of pace of our backs was ver) 
apparent against France, and from all 
accounts the English backs are just «s 
fast and as good spotlers as the French 
While admitting that form points to an 
English victory I am not inclined to 
place too much reliance. on the French 
match as a guide to the chances of the 
Jrish team. Had the side as picked been 
able to turn out, I would consider that 
Ireland held a very 
winning, for the reason that [ have seen 
so mat. matches between France and 
Ireland and never have seen an Irish team 
play really well in any one. 

France, even with poor teams, 
to play good football themselves, have a 
wey of preventing an Irish team from 
playing well ether.

The Free State Tariff Commission, sitting 
in the Council Chamber of the Depariment of 
Agriculture, yesterday morning resumed ihe 
hearing of the application of the Irish Coach 
and Motor Body Builders’ Association for an 
import duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem on 
all imported bodies of mechanically driven, 
propelled, or hauled vehicles, or £40 per 
body, whichever is greater; a duty of 50 per 
cent. on all imported parts of bodies cf 
mechanically driven vehicles; and a flat rats 
of £10 duty on all imported horse-drawn 
vehicles. 

Mr. J. J. McElligott, (Chairman) presided, 
and the other members of the Commission 
present were Dr. H. J. Hinchliffe and Mr. 
P. J. Whelehan. 

Gavan Dufiy, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. J. L. Fawcett, appeared for the 
applicants,-and Mr. ©, P. McUartliy (Messrs. 
A. J Magennis and Co., Cork) represented 
Messrs. Henrv Ford and Son, Cork, who 
opposed the application. 
EVIDENCE IN CAMERA. 

At the sitting of the Commission, Mr. 
Dutfy called attention to the fact that since 
the application was first opened  fifteca 
months ago Messrs. Ford and Son, of Cork. 
had clgenged their line of business. tie 
asked that a precis of the evidence which 
t'ey had given in private should be sup 
plied to him, so that he would he able to 
mect the case which they had made. 

The Chairman said that hé understood 
from Messrs. Ford that they were still op- 
= to the application, even though thev 
ad . gone over to tractor’ production 
altogether in Cork. They were now im 
porters of the Ford cars, and were not 
making any bodies for these vehicles in this 
country, and, apparently, did not intend to 
make them. As to the confidential nature 
cf their evidence, the Commission allowed 
evitence to be tendered tm camera for other 
parties as well, and did not intend to ask 
Messrs, Ford to make that evidence public. 

Mr, Duffy maintained that he was entitled 
to know the groundwork of the opposition 

The Chairman said that, as to getting a 
precis of the evidence, naturally the (om 
mission would not act without consulting the 
party concerned. 

Mr. McCarthy said that he was quite will 
ing to have the evidence made public. 

Lhe Chairman then said that, in justice to 
Messrs. Ford,. the evidence tendered on the.r 
behalf against the application was in 
corporated in documents which had been made 
available to the public. 

Mr. Duify said that Messrs. Ford ceased to 
be manuiacturers in Cork, and he claimed the 
right to rebut any statement made by them. 

TARIFF “NO ADVANTAGE.” 

Evidence was then given by Mr, J. L. 
O'Gorman, Clonmel, who, replying to Mr. 
Duffy, said that the latest figures of imports 
of motor cars into the Free State were 
£849,644 for the year 1928, 
£650,194 in 1927. These fi 
inclusive of open tourers, commercial vehicles 
and motor tractors. At the present time the 
open touring car was virtually non-existent, 
and its place was taken by the saloon car. 

The Chairman—Have you made any bodies 
since you were before the Commission in 
1928’—My factory is practically idle since. 

Continuing, the witness expressed the 
opinion that fabric bodies were not going out 
ol use, 

Answering Mr. Whelehan, the witness said 
that they could fit a body to a standard 
chassis in a day. 

Replying to the Chairman, he said that the 
guarantes of the Irish Coach and Body 
Builders’ Association, that the price of bodies 
would. not be increased beyond the British 
price, still stood, but they could not get the 
market because of the “ dumping.’’ 

The Chairman—Have you derived any ad- 
vantage from the existing tariff of 354 per 
cent.’—-Whatever advantage we did derive 
has almost vanished now. 

UNEMPLOYMENT GOING UP. 

Mr. O’Hanlon, Secretary to the National 
Union of Vehicle Builders, stated, in reply 
to a question, that the position of his trade 
was worse to-day than it was twelve months 
ago, and unemployment of members had in- 
creased. There had been a revolution in the 
industry since the Commission last met. In- 
stead of going into contract shops, "bus work 
was being centralised by the Southern Rail- 
ways ny at the Broadstone and by the 
Northern Railway Company in Dundalk. Rail- 
way coachwork was not being kept up to the 
standard, nor were tramcars; in fact, no new 
traméars were being built About 70 per 
cent. of the "bus traffic was controlled by the 
railwa 
Replyin to Mr. Farrell, the. witness said 
that he did not anticipate that the coach- 
builders would benefit from the change. 

Mr. Whelehan said that he wished the 
public to understand that the delay in deal- 
mg with the application had been due to the 
amount of detailed information that had to

On the same farm a mole 
drainer was seen in operation, A number of 
Free State Army officers attended to witness 
the trial of a French tractor. It travelled 
easily over uneven ground, and seemed to be 
capable almost of jumping over ditches and 
banks. There was a large attendance of 
farmers from all parts of the county and 
elsewhere, and keen interest was taken:in the 
proceedings. There were seventeen” horse 
ploughs and eleven tractors at work, The 
ploughmen with horse teams ploughed their 
allotted space of one rood in two and a half 
hours, the time allowed being four hours; 
while each of the tractor ploughmen turned 
an Irish acre of ground in about three hours. 

THE HORSE AND THE TRACTOR. 

When the prizes were awarded, Mr. Ring- 
wood, one of the judges, stated that from a 
tillage point of view the horse-ploughing was 
well done, although outside the prize-wimners 
the general standard of merit was not so 
good as last year. 

Speaking of the tractor-ploughing, Mr. John 
Kelly said that there was a considerable im- 
provement on the first. year, but that, on the 
whole, the ploughing done last year . was 
better. From the ordinary tillage farmer's 
standpoint, however, it was all excellent 
work. 

The Free State Army officers, who attended 
to test a Latil tractor for its sujtability for 
gun haulage transport, were Major-General 
Brenuan, Commandant Kingston and Captain 
Luby, of G,H.Q,, and Captain Trodden and 
Lientenant Cody.

In its report for January last of agricul- 
tural conditions in the Free State, the De- 
partment of Agrioulture. in Dublin states;— 

The weather during January was very un- 
favouratle for Aield work. Rain fell on 
almost every day throughout the onth 
varied on a few days by falls of snow and 
sleet. During portion of the month white 
frosts were general at night, but thawed 
during the day. These conditions, following 
upon the inclement weather experienced in 
December, increased. the water-logging of 
low-lyimg lands and left the higher od in 
a still more sodden condition than before, 
In the great ‘majority of districts little 
ploughing was attempted, and consequently 
this work “is generally backward for the time 
of the year. 

Farmers were principally occupied in 
attending to drains, carting manures, apply- 
ing artificial manures to grass-lands, the 
ulling of turnips, «the deliv of sugar- 
eet ih the. districts where “this crop is 
grown, and in attending to live-stock. In 
some few districts, however, a few spells of 
dry weather occurred, and in these areas 
ploughing’ was considerably advanced. 


FOOD SUPPLIES FOR STOCK. 

Owing: to the..impoverished. condition of 
the pastures grazing afforded very little keep 
for live-stock.during the month and hand- 
feeding was général. This necessitated the 
making of heavy inroads on the’ winter ie- 
serves of fodder. It was, however, possible 
to use hay sparingly owing to its excellent 
quality, and to the abundant supplies of 
grain and roots available. Potatoes, which 
had yielded a heavy crop, were fed exten- 
sively, as were turnips and mangels,, but 
the supplies of potatoes and roots were well 
above the average of recent years, and vere 
thus able to bear the heavy drain made on 
them without giving rise to any cause for 
anxiety. Home-grown cereals were retained 
for stock-feeding to a much greater extent 
than in any previous year. 

It was reported from every district that 
the supplies of animal feeding-stuffs on hands 
at most farms should prove fully equal to 
any demands likely to arise until spring 
grass is ready for grazing. 


GRAIN SUPPLIES. 

The demand for grain at most centres was 
very poor during the month, and conse- 
quently only very small supplies were 
marketed, and these consisted almost exelu- 
sively of oats. Prices varied considerably, 
the average being lls. to 12s, per barrel for 
white oats and 10s. to Ils, per barrel for 
black, In some few cases where batley was 
bought for feeding up to 16s. a barrel was

THE ARCHBISHOP’S COMMISSION. 
The Bishop of Liverpool moved that the 
general principles of the majority report ol 
the Archbishop’s Commission on religious 
education be approved. There was, he said, 
a large amount of matter of common agiee- 
ment between the majority and 
the Commission. About 
Temple Clause—that 
strange dévice found necessary in 1870 
in order at that time to arrive at a working 
agreement—he said there was no difference 
of opinion. We on the majority do not de- 
fend the Cowper Temple clause, but we do 
value the working agreement which it assisted 
to produce. We assert that it has worked. 
There is one fruit of that working which is 
apt to be forgotten. Up to fifteen or twenty 
years ago we used constantly to be reminded 
that, after all, there was nothing for it but 
to secularise education. That was urged not 
only by. secularists. There were Churchmen 
who urged that State education and religion 
were two incompatible things. We hear little 
talk of that now. 


AN AMENDMENT. 

The Bishop of Gloucester moved an amend- 
ment on behalf of the minority of the Com- 
mission, that, while accepting a large part 
of the report of the Education Commission, 
and while agreeing that no attempt should 
be made to impose a mandatory settlement, 
the Church Assembly is of opinion that no 
satisfactory solution of the religious educa- 
tion question is possible until education 
authorities are empowered to give education 
in accordance with the religion of parents. 

He said that on the main lines of the re- 
port the minority were not die-hard. 

Mr. Athelstan Riley, another member of 
the minority, said we stand inflexibly for 
Christian teachers for Christian children. 

A BISHOP'S QUESTIONS. 

The Bishop of 8t. Albans (Dr. Michael 
Furse), tall and hearty, as befits one who 
has been an athlete, kept the Assembly 
amused for a quarter of an hour while he 
explained how it was that he did not favour 
either majority or minority reports... Dr. 
Furse treated the Assembly like a school 
class. He asked them a series of questions, 


Wednesday’s momentous debate on the re- 
lations of Church and State in.the Church 
Assembly was referred to by the Bishop of 

nehester yesterday, when’ the Assembly 
resumed the business of its spring session. ' 
' The Bishop of Manchester rose immediately 
to move the reception of the interim report 
of the appointment of the Bishop’s Com- 
mittee. 

The great debate of yesterday, he said, 
and the result arrived at in favour of the 
yy hó of a Commission of Inquiry into 
the relations of-Church and State had simpli- 
fied his task. Appointed seven years ago, 
the Committee, on the appointment of 
bishops, he said, had been able to hear the 
evidence of a good many people concerned, in- 
cluding two past Prime Sintsters—Mr. Bald- 
win and Lord Oxford and Asquith. The re- 
sults of the Committee’s work. would be at 
the disposal of the Commission into the rela- 
tions of Church and State to be appointed. 
Obviously, he said, the appointmen; of 
bishops is one of thé questions with which 
we were concerned yesterday. - 

SOME MISCONCEPTIONS. 

One or two misconceptions had to be re- 
moved, the Bishop of Manchester continued. 
There were those who spoke sometimes to day 
as if it were an intolerable thing that the 
Christian) State should have any part in the 
AN ECCE of the bishops of the Christian 
Church. To make a statement of that kind 
was to forget the history of the centuries. 
Dr. Warman ‘said that the Committee had 
heard arguments alleged in favour of the 
present system, as well as arguments for a 
change. 

The Bishop said that the Committee made 
three suggestions. The first was that the 
Dean and Chapter should have the right to 
refuse to elect the person named in the 
King’s letter missive without incurring a 
penalty. Secondly, they recommended that 
the Archbishops should’ not be liable to 
penalty for refusing to -onfirm or to conse- 
crate the elected as bishops. The third sug- 
gestion was that the Prime Minister, before 
submitting any recommendation to the King 
in respect of the appointment of a bishop, 
should consult an advisory committee, with- 
out in any way derogating from his own ulti- 
mate responsibility. 

The renort was received. 

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, presenting 
a report of the Religious Education Com. 
mittee’s work, said that negotiations were 
proceeding, and were now in a confidential 
stage.. He recalled that the Committee had 
been dealing only with a certain limited area 
in the field of education, but with the -situa- 
tion created by the schemes of re-organisa- 
tion rendered necessary by the Hadow re-

_. THE FLAX. CROP, 

The yield of fibre was above average, 
some very heavy yields being obtained from 
J. W. 8. seed. On the. other hand, it was 
reported from County Monaghan that in 
some cases Riga seed gave disappointing 
results, causing the general average of the 
yields to be only slightly above that of las 
year. The quality generally was good, bat 
demand was weak, prices ranging from 8s. 
to 10s. per stone.

BIG POTATO SUPPLIES, 

Although the bumper crop of potatoes 
obtained this season was largely availed of 
for pig feeding and, to a lesser’ extent, 
for general stock feeding, large supplies 
remained on hands on most farms. The 
tubers were of excellent table quality 
generally, and they are Keeping well in the 
pits, reports of disease or sprouting being 
almost negligible. Shipping demand was 
exceptionally poor during the month, and the 
prevailing prices offered no inducement to 
growers to market their stocks. Local 
demand was normal at prices around ás. 3d. 
to ós. Od. per, cwt. Some Southern counties 
sold potatoes to Dublin buyers at prices 
ranging trom &2 10s. to £3 per ton, pur- 
chased. in six-ton lots. 


The demand for seed of the Up-to-date : 


variety was fairly good, but at low prices, 
for export to the Canary Islands and to other 
places abroad. Keen demand was experi- 
enced for selected seed of the champion 
variety for export to Malte at prices around 
£4 to £5 per ton. 


MANGELS, TURNIPS AND SUGAR BEET, 

Mangel and turnip creps yielded very 
heavily, and although considerable inroads 
were made on these roots for feeding pur- 
poses, large supplies remain on hands all 
over the country. Phoma and rot occasioned 
considerable loss among early turnips, but 
late crops were generally sound and plentiful. 
Present stocks are considered fully adequate 
for any demand likely to arise during the 
remainder of the winter. 

Deliveries of sugar beet to the factory 
were completed at the middle of the month. 
The yield, in builk and stigar content, was 
reported to be the best obtained since the 
crop was introduced. 


WINTER WHEAT, OATS AND CATCH 
CROPS. 

Owing to the unfavourable weather condi- 
tions, very little winter oats or wheat was 
sown since October, and, consequently, the 
area under each of these crops is much 
smaller than at the corresponding period last 
year. Many farmers, however, have seed on 
hands which they purchased in November in 
the hope that they might be able to get it 
sown, and they are now looking forward to 
the first spell of good weather to get it into 
the ground.’ Karly sown fields of winter 
wheat and oats were, in the generality of 
cases, looking «well at the end of 
January, the plants having  brairded 
well. and made good progress, despite 
the saturated condition of the soil. 

Similarly the area under catch crops :s 
smaller than last year, but the crops looked 
more promising than was to have been ex- 


pected, 
CATTLE PRICES. 

The general health of cattle was well main- 
tained during the month, Outlying cattle 
suffered from the severity of the weather 
and the impoverishment of the pastures, but, 
although ‘thin, were everywhere reported to 
be in good health. No serious cases of fluke 


or other disease wére reported. The fairs 


held during the month Were of the average 
dimensions usually experienced at this season 
of the year. All classes of young stores in 
condition were in brisk demand at firm 
prices, and fat catile continued to meet a 
good inquiry = at bas sh upwards. 
Choice springers and down calved cows were 
in keen request at steady values. As usual, 
thin and inferior animals sold slowly, and 
many lots remained unsold.

E TWO ROADS. 

The Archdeacon of Coventry (the Ven. J. 
W. Hunkin) said that they had to choose one 
of two roads to approach their problem. 

The Dean of Westminster, appealing for 
overwhelming support for the resolution 
approving the principles of the majority 
roport, said that the first essential in the 
question of religious education was to carry 
the teachers along with them. He declined 
to vote for anything that was certain to 
antagonise a great mass of teachers. 

The Bishop of Ripon referred to the amend- 
ment as putting the Bishop of Gloucester in 
the light of appearing as an ecclesiastic cry- 
ing for a moon which he advertised as the 
best of all possible worlds. Yet as an edu- 
cationist the Bishop of Gloucester must 
know that it would be a very undesirable 
habitation if he ever got there. (Larghter.) 

THE BISHOP OF LONDON, 

The Bishop of London said that he: and 
the die-hards who had been leading in Lon- 
don supported the majority report. 

w The. Bishop of Worcester, who was the 
one Bishop who voted against the resolution 
asking for a Commission to inquire into the 
relations between Church and State, made a 
one-minuté speech towards the close of the 
debate on religious education. 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, winding up 
the debate, said: Believe me, there is a new 
spirit abroad, and the majority is entitled to 
stress it. The Bishop of Gloucester said that 
this was a matter of which the history is 
nothing but controversy. That. is true, but if 
We are to see the dawn of the day of better 
things, da» not jet the representatives of the 

s 


port. 

The field is limited, but is of the greatest 
possible importance, continued the Arch- 
bishop. It means a new stage.in the educa- 
tional development of the country’s system. 
I am sure the whole Assembly agrees that it 
is the duty of the Church in every possible 
way to co-operate with the State in this new 
stage of our national education. (Hear, hear.) 

The Archbishop said that he had ap- 

roached the President of the Board of 

ducation, who expressed a desire to assist 
in finding a solution to the important and 
pressing problem. We were fortunately able 
to discuss with the President, Dr. Lang 
continued, certain definite posals aimihg 
at & solution. These proposals covered two 
main points. The first was the terms and 
conditions under which public assistance 
might be given by the local education 
authorities to non-provided schools for 
structural work, and enlarging and adapting 
the schools in accordance with the schemes. 

The other point dealt with the possibility 
of following up the religious education 
already - received in those non-provided 
schools by children after the age of eleven, 
moving them from such schools into the 
central schools provided by local education 
autorities. Jn this matter we went beyond 
thé reference of the Assembly, but I am sure 
you will all feel we were doing right in not 
ignoring this very important aspect of the 
whole matter. (Hear, hear.) The President 
expressed his gratitude fo the Committee 
and told us that in his view those proposals 
formed the basis upon which, in his judg- 
ment, negotiations. might hopefully. proceed. 

Upon that basis. negotiations of a wider 
character are now proceeding. For to? 
reason it is not possible for me to submit 
those proposals to public ‘discussion. 

IMPORTANT CONSULTATIONS. 

The Primate gave the Assembly an account 
of important consultations. These included, 
at, the request of the Board-of Education, a 
conferonce «between a “committee of the 
National Society, the most representative 
body of churchmen concerned in the adminis- 
tration of their schools, and representatives 
of the General Education Committee of the 
National Council of the Evangelical Free 
Charches. He could not say that they 
were able to reach any general agrec- 
ment, “ but on one point, ' he said, “ there 
was happily complete agreement in our gene- 
ral desire to make religious teaching in all 
our schools really Christian and efficient. On 
this point there is, I am convinced, an open 
field of fruitful co-operation possible before 
us. I repeated the result of this conference 
to the President of the Board of Education 
on January 28. I was careful to point out 
to him, as I had pointed out te our Free 
Church friends, that in this matter the 
Church of England cannot be justly regarded 
as being on, so to say, a parity with the 
Free Churches. The representatives of those 
Churches. .represent a section of public 
opinion most important, but still limited 
The Church of England represents those who 
are actually partners with the State in the 
possession of schools, which are an essential 
part of the national system of edu. 
cation, Also, I have not forgotten in 
that respect that the Roman Catholics 
share our position, though to a much more 
limited extent. I have been, and am in 


Church of England be the first to revive, 
encourage, and prolong that controversy. in 
the confidential papers which the Noncon- 
formists gave me I rejoice to see how they 
= the importance of real religious educa- 
ion. 

The Primate said that he had abundant 
testimony, too, that many teachers were, if 
the Church was prepared to trust them, 
anxious that their. teaching should 
build up the Christian character 
of their children. He asked the Assembly 
to send out this message to all who cared 
for this teaching—go on with your schools, 
co-operate in this new stage of post-primary 
education, and where you have the chance 
lift the whole tone of Christian teaching in 
every school in the country. 

The resolution, approving the majority re- 
port, was, on a show of hands, carried by an 
overwhelming majority.

THE DISPUTE AT 
OXFORD. 


——— 
NEW PRESIDENT ELECTED. 


Within twenty-four hours of its becoming 
known that all was not well in Oxford 
University rowing circles there was another 
sensation yésterday. Mr. Alastair Graham 
Brasenose), the rowing president of the Dark 
Blues resigned that office, and Mr. D. E. 
Tinne (Univetsity) was elected to the office. 

This followed the resignations of the three 
Oxford rowing coaches, Dr. Mallam, Major 
A.F. Wiggins and Mr. A. 8. Garton. 

The unprecedented situation in the long 
history of the Boat Race was brought about 
by differences as between the coaches and 
Mr, Graham regarding the composition of 
the crew and its placings. Yesterday's 
development. followed a captains’ special 
meeting at Oxford University boat-house. 
The meeting lasted an hour and a half, and 
no official statement was issued afterwards. 
The Press Association understands, however, 
that a bailot was taken upon the qnestion 
of whether or not Mr. Graham s resignation 
should be accepted. 

Even as late as yesterday afternoon there 
was an impression in Oxford that the dispute 
would be speedily settled, and an under- 
graduate put it that perhaps the crux of the 
situation lay in the method of suggestion 
that Mr. Tinne should have the place of 
Number Seven in the boat. Dr, Mallam's 
statement that his resignation had had 
nothing to do with Mr. Graham personally 
brought about reassurance among Oxford 
rewing méh, but there is a painful element 
in the situation created by the decision oí 
yesterday's meeting. 

lt is anticipated by many in close touch 
with Oxford University rowing affairs that 
new coaches will be appointed in the near 
future. The general state of affairs in Dark 
Blues’ rowing circles is, perhaps, reflected 
in the fact that there was no Oxford practice 
yesterday. 

Mr. Graham, the Press Association under- 
stands, offered himself for re-election as pre- 
sidenit, and was defeated by twelve votes to 
ten, 

Mr. D. E. Tinne, the new president, said— 
“ Mr. Alastair Graham and the captains of 
the colleges who attended the meeting of the 
O.U.B.C: decided that in the interests of 
Oxford rowing it is better that he should re- 
sign the presidency, and vacate his seat in 
the boat, although should need arise it is 
hoped that he would be ready to row. 

“1 have asked the three coaches to resume 
their responsibilities, and I expect to have 
the order of rowing decided by Monday.”’ 

Mr. Tinne also said that he must deny 
statements that have appeared, to the effect 
that this dispute arose out of disagreement 
between his college, University, and Mr. 
Graham's, Brasenose. No disagreement, he 
said, between the two colleges has ever arisen. 
The only object we have had in mind all 
along was to beat Cambridge in the boat 
race. 

A rumour was current in Oxford that Mr. 
J. A. Ingles, the Secretary of the Boat Club, 
had resigned, and that Mr. G. E. Godber had 
taken his place.

In the third of a series of wireless ‘talks 
on road traffic, General W. R. Murphy, 
Commissioner of the Free State Civic Guard, 
dealt, last night with traffic accidents “and 
their causes. : 

Commissioner Murphy said that. in Eng- 
land and America and on the Continent 
generally there is much discussion on the 
matter of accidents, and much interest had 
been shown: whereas, in Ireland, the public 
as a whole did not show themselves as much 
interested as they should be in the matter 
which was of vital importance to themselves. 

Contrasting the figures of the year 1929 
with those ot 19235, the speaker pointed out 
that in the last seven. years there had been 
an increase of 164 per cent. in. the number 
of traffic accidents in Dublin. 

The figures for the years 1928 and 1929 are 
of interest :—

WORSE THAN PARIS OR GLASGOW. 

Generally one finds. said Commissioner 
Murphy, that because our accident rate did 
not run into figures involving tens. of 
thousands per annum there was a tendency 
to believe that everything was _ satisfactory 
and that the toll of the road in Ireland was 
not. a matter of special urgency. | Takin 
Dublin as an example, it would be foun 
that the fatal accident rate was higher in 
proportion to the population than that of 
such cities as Paris and Glasgow. . ae 

The death rate from traffic accidents. per 
million. inhabitants im the case of London 
and Leipzig is 230, Milan 150, Glasgow: 120, 
Paris 100, while the rate in Dublin in 1929 
was 150, ' 

Analysing the canses of- accidents in the 
City of Dublin, Commissioner Murphy said 
that the exercise of ‘safety first’ precat- 
tions by pcdestrians would; _he thought, 
largely reduce the number of accidents. 

Out of 1,790 accidents in Dublin in 1929, 
508 might be attributed to what may roughly 
be termed a careless method of using the 
streets, but the penalty of such negligence 
was evident when it was considered that 
45 out of 66 fatal accidents or 68 per cent. 
of such accidents arose in such manner. 

“I may remark,’’ said the speaker, ‘' that 
the death rate from "buses in Dublin—+i.¢., 
25, as against 26 deaths from all other forms 
of mechanical transport—is appalling. There 
are licensed in Dublin city and county over 
16,000 motor vehicles, of which are 


‘buses, yet these “buses aré responsible for } 


almost 50 per cent. of the total death rate.”’ 
‘He hoped that the significance of those 
figures would sink into the minds of ‘bus 
owners and drivers. 

Thirty per cent. of the accidents were due 
to causes within the control of the pedes- 
trian, but the pedestrian should remember 
that in 68 per cent. of the fatal acvidents 
he was at fault. 50 per cent. of the acci- 
dents weré due to causes within the control 
of the motorist. 


KEEP TO THE LEFT. 

In any effort to reduce the death rate, he 
continued, it must be remembered that 
mechanical transport is increasing every 
year, and that sooner or later the public 
must waken up to the fact that ‘ Safety 
First ’’ precautions and the teaching of such 
precautions are necessary. ~ He commended 
the “ Safety First ” League, recently formed. 
In.the proposed new Traffic Bill he believed 
that stringent enactments will be includsd 
concerning the driving of motor vehicles, He 
further believed that if simple rules were 
laid down, they would be followed. He 
would like to see the rule of the footpath 
made the same as the rule of the road 
Keep to the Left. This simple change 
ran á prevent many ‘accidents, as the person 
stepping off the footway would face the on- 
coming traffic instead of having: his back to 
it, as he had when he kept to-the right: 

A simple code for pedestrians would. be : — 

Keep to the left on footways. 

Look to the right and the left before 
stepping from the footway. 

Cross-in cities at the dorner of blocks, 
or at recognised crossings. 

Do not walk on the roadway when 
foatways. are available. | 

Do not cross streets diagonally. 

Do not rush across the roadway from 
behind vehicles.

'GOMETHING like consternation has 
? been created in the North by the 
publication of reports—said to come from 
a trustworthy source—that the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer contemplates 
making a raid on the Six Counties in

revenue. The usually well-informed 
London Correspondent of the Northern 
Whig says that ‘‘ Mr. Snowden, after full 
and careful consideration, has decided to 
have a re-valuation of Ulster for income 
tax purposes, and he hopes to get. as a 
result, an additional £250,000 to £550,000 
revenue from the province each vear.'' 
In the present state of industrial and 
commercial depression this would be a 
serious matter for Belfast, as increased

trade. 
HUNTING FOR TREASURE. 


It is said that one of the ways of obtain- 
ing prosperity is to cheapen production, 
so that our goods may be able to compete 
against foreign manufactures, and the 
prospect. of having to cope with further 
charges is not very cheering. In_ years 
gone by other.Chancellors have looked 


j}upon the ‘‘ Imperial Province’’ as a 


source of income; but. as political friend- 
ships might have been strained by such 
an experiment, the Northern taxpayers 
were left untouched. It may be that Mr. 
Snowden will think it not worth while to 
exasperate the loyal people of the North, 
as the results of a re-valuation would be 
very problematical. 

If these reports have a solid  founda- 
tion, however, the Northern Government 
will be placed in a very awkward, not 
to say humiliating, position. Income tax 
being a reserved service, the Cabinet is 
absolutely helpless in the matter; and 
can only protest against a proposal which 
is intended still further to lighten the 
pockets: of its supporters. Such is the 
intention, and if Mr. Snowden’s policy has 
been correctly outlined, no one on this 
side of the Channel can prevent it.. This 
is one of the things in which the cherished 
policy of ‘‘ step-by-step ” with Great 
Britain will find few supporters. A Par- 
liament House,-said by visiters to be fit 
for an empire, instead of for a few 
counties, is being built outside Belfast, 
but it symbolises pride rather than 
power; for Westminster rules all 
essential services.

FREE STATE ENTERPRISE. 


The benefits which are expected to be 
derived from tne Shannon electricity 
undertaking were explained to a Belfast 
audience this week by Mr. “Alexander 
Haslett, who represents Monaghan in Dail 
Eireann. There is an atmosphere of 
romance about the great Southern scheme 
which is to provide light, heat and powcr 
tor the Free State. The people of the 
North are greatly interested in its 
operations, while the vision and enter- 
prise which made if possible have im- 
pressed the general community. Perhaps, 
in the years which lie ahead, the people 
of the imperial province will have. their 
own Bann hydro-electric supply station, 
but, although it has been talked .of for 
years, nothing practical has been done. 

In the course of his address, Mr. 
Haslett predicted a bright future for the 
Free . State. He said that, with the 
development of the Shannon electric 
power, agriculturists would be enabled to 
introduce factory. methods, ‘to diminish 
drudgery, and to increase production, 
while there would also be a great reduc- 
tion in coal imports. Moreover, tliere 
would be a furtherance of trade - and 
industry and a happier life for the people. 
Mr. ‘Haslett described the advantages to 
rural districts, ated pointed out that 
villages which never before had public 
lighting now were lighted as well as 
Dublin, while many towns in Leinster and 
Munster were enjoying the Shannon 
electrical services; and from. thousands 
of homes lainps and candles had been 
bawished in favour of the new illuminant. 


CORPORATION BLUNDERING. 


In some respects the Belfast Corporation 
is marching with the times, while in 
others it seems to take pleasure in posing 
as the Ulster Rip Van Winkle. Since 
the issúe of the Free State currency, the 
banks, shops, and, in fact, all con- 
cerns where money passes—with one 
notable exception—have cheerfully ac- 
cepted Southern notes and-coins in the 
course of business. That exception is the 
Belfast Corporation. ‘The conductors of 
the municipal tramcars and ‘buses have 
received instructions not to accept Free 
State.currency in payment of fares, the 
reason; as stated by Councillor McClure 
at the Corporation meeting this week, 
being that ‘Free State currency is not 
legal tender in Northern Ireland, and it 
would be wrong to accept it!’’ 

This. savours of an excuse rather than 
a reason ; for no one objects to the private 
note issues of the Joint Stock Banks, 
not .everi the Corporation, although these 
are not legal tender; nor does anyone 
refuse a Free State cheque simply because 
it originates south of the border. This 
out-of-date policy of the Corporation has

INTERESTING TO FLAX-GROWERS. 


The experiments in flax-growing made 
by the. Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
are of the highest importance, as showing 
the relative values of seeds in. general: use ; 
and they apply with equal force to the 
methods of flax-growers all over Ireland. 
In a report just issued; for the instruction’ 
of farmers who contemplate laying down a 
crop this season, it is pointed. out that 
“ J.W.S. ” seed is superior to all othsrs, 
giving a much higher yield of fibre than 
is obtained from the Dutch, Riga’ or 
Pernau varieties. This conclusion is wot 
the result of mere rule-of-thamb or guess- 
work, The results of twenty-three field 
trials carried out by the Ministry at home 
and in the Dominions in the years 1923 
to 1927 showed that the average yield cf 
scutched ‘‘ J.W.S. ” flax was 35st.-3lb.. as 
compared with 26st. 4lb. from the. ‘other 
varieties mentioned, the respective valucs 
being: et "’ £24 6s. id. per statute 
acre, against "E17 1s. ód. per statute acre 
for-all the others. | 
The “J.W.S.,” which is an Trish seo, 
is very productive in fibre, but the yields 
of-seed are generally poor, and on ‘this 
account propagation of it in commercial 


quantities is slow, and the seed is neces- 


sarily expensive: lt is anticipated, how- 
ever, that a supply of about 300 to 490 
tons will be available this year for sowinz 
in Ireland, and farmers who-are interested 
in the subject should give it careful: con- 
sideration. The flax problem affects the 
whole countr¥, and should be viewed from 
the national standpoint. 


PROGRESSIVE BALLYCASTLE. 


Situated picturesquely in the shadew of 
the Antrim hills, Ballycastle slopes gently 
to the sea. The district is rich in legend 
and faery lore, and the ruins of, Bona- 
margy Abbey, the last resting-place of 
inany chiefs of the Clan MacDonnell, 
testify to the antiquity of the town. There 
Is mystery in the stories associated with 
it, and Rathlin Island, seen in the dim 
distance, and in the tales of. fighting 
between rival clans, and of a massacre of 
women and children on the island by the 
English in the sixteenth century, while 
the chieftain of the MacDonnells- looked 
on helpless at Ballycastle. A vivid history 


enhances the scenic beauties of the plac. i 


In modern times this charming resort has 
prosperéd. Its people now desire to de- 
velop it as far as possible, and with this 
object they have decided to build a com- 
mercial harbour at an estimated cost ol 
£35,000. 

This project has heen under considera- 
tion by the local authorities for several 
vears, as the existing harbour accom- 
modation is both inadequate and 
dangerous ; but it was only this week that 
the scheme was definitely approved by the 
local District Council. The district is rich 
in minerals, and it may be that these will 
be tapped when there is accommodation 
for ships. Before the War. there was a 
trade between the Antrim coast and. Scot- 
land, and at an inquiry a few years aso 
hopes were expressed that it ‘might be 
revived, Under the proposed scheme the 
islanders from Rathlin will ‘have free 
access to the port, and this will be of 
creat advantage to them. It. may. be of 
interest to mention that towards the close 
of the eighteenth century upwards of 
£150,000, including a large Government 
vrant, is said to have been expended on 
the pier and harbour, but the violence of 
the sea overthrew the one, and the other 
became gradually filled with sand. 


BELFASTS EMPIRE WEEK. 


We are to have a. British 
shopping week in Belfast from the 
17th May next, as this period 
synchronise with the visit to the city of 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce, 
which will include yh negroes F of 
trade from all parts of the United King- 
dom. Elaborate preparations are to be

He told Millet that he was 
making inquiries about fifteen sacks of 
augar which were missing from the Grand 
Canal. Company’s stores at James's. street 
Harbour, Miitlei. then made a statement, in 
which he said that about three weeks before 
he met a man in a public-house in James's 
street who asked him if he could get a 
buyer for some. sugar, He replied that he 
could, He sent. for the sugar and sold five 
bags 'o a man tor £10 and eight bags to 
another fo; £16. 

When charged and cautioned in the Bride. 
well, Millet said that when he met the man 
in the public-bouse in James's slreet, he 
asked. him if he was a commercial traveller: 
and when told that he was. the man said 
that he had a place in Sallins, and was in 
financial difficulties- and hada, quantity. of 
sugar for sale. The accused told the man 
that he would try to sell the: sugar for him.
